Tehran forces on the retreat 
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BAGHDAD, July 15, (Agen- 
cies): Iran reported a new 
troop withdrawal from nor- 
theast Iraq yesterday as 
•ij Baghdad’s forces tightened 
^ their grip on. the southern 
front , after occupying. 
DehJoran, an Ir anian border, 
town. 

Iraqi armour swept into Iran 
after smashing Iranian defensive . 
lines dominating the strategic 
road linking Baghdad to the 
southern port of Basra, the Iraqi 
high co mmand said. 

The announcement of the vic- 
tory at Dehloran on Wednesday 
came after Baghdad’s . .forces - 
seized 4,000 sq kins (1,540 sq 
miles) oflranian territory during 
a battle to drive Iranian forces 
out of the Zubeidat area. 

* liberating 

An Iraqi general said the Fifth 
Mechanised - Division sped 
towards DehJoran after liberat- 
ing Iraqi territory in the Zubeidat 
battle zone. 

A member-, of die Iraqi high 
command, Lieutenant-General 
Ni’ma Fans Hussiem, said on 
Baghdad television Iraqi forces 
would withdraw across the bor- 
der within a few days. 

He said Iraq had captured 90 
tanks and 40 armoured person- 
nel carriers during the assault.. 

State-rUn Baghdad Radio 
broke into regular programming 
to claim tbcfaJf of mi ;Orofta’ 
after a fierce battle between 
Iraq’s 5 thArmy Corps and Iran’s, 


f Revolutionary Guards. 

. The broadcast, quoted, an 
unnamed militaiy commander 
as saying: “The defeated evfl 
charlatans escaped toward their 
territories, beyond the inter- 
national borders.” 

Tehran’s .official Islamic 
Republic News Agency (1RNA), 
said Iranian combatants in Haj 
Omran withdrew to “new defen- 
sive positions ..." in compliance 
with the policy to find access to 
suitable tactics and abetter war 
strategy.” •

Woman 
abandons 
baby 
on plane 

REDWOOD CITY, California, 
July 15, (UPI): A mother who 
gave birth in a jetliner washroom 
and then abandoned the infan t 
— which survived — in trash 
beneath the sink, pleaded 
innocent Thursday to felony 
child endangerment charges. 

The eight-pound, nine-ounce 
girl survived the five-hour cross- 
country flight and was christened 
Elizabeth by the staff of the hosp- 
ital near the airport, where she 
was taken after the jetliner tou- 
ched down. 

Christina Marie Locasto, 24, 
of New York City, surrendered 
to California authorities Thurs- 
day and was ordered held on 
S50.000 bail hv superior court 
judge Jack Masseya and to 
appear in court Aug 9 for further 
proceedings. 

Infant 

Locasto gave birth Wednes- 
day in the lavatory of a United 
Airlines DC- 10 before it left 
Newark, New Jersey and then 
flew on to San Francisco Inter- 
national Airport without telling 
her husband or authorities of the 
infan t she . had thrown in the 
trash, San Mateo county sheriffs 
detectives said. . - 

She left the plane in San Fran- 
1 cisco with her husband Louis, 26, 
find her two other children, 
three-year-old Janine and an 18- 
month-old toddler. She left her 
newborn daugh ter aboard the 
aircraft, wrapped in bloody 
paper towels inside a small 
cabinet- under the washroom 
sink, Lt Mike Dow of the 
sheriffs said. 

Cries 

A cabin cleaner, hearing the 
tiny waifs faint cries, found her 
an hour later while getting the 
aircraft ready for a flight to 
Chicago. Tie plane was taken 
oat of service. 

Prosecutor Steve WagsLaff 
said Louis Locasto, the woman’s 
husband, would not be charged ' 
because “the evidence does not 
establish that the father had 
knowledge of the child’s birth.” 

. Several investigators said they 
were convinced Louis did not 
even know about the pregnaocy. 


were part of a new strategy of 
preparing for a prolonged war 
and showing the world Iran did 
not want to seize and keep Iraqi 
territory.

Merger 

“The regime's leading figures 
continue to disagree on the mat- 
ter,” the Mojahedin said in a 
statement. 

Rafsanjani favours a merger 
of the elite Revolutionary 
Guards, an all-volunteer corps 
which adheres to Khomeini's 
unique brand of Islamic fun- 
damentalism, with the conscript 
armed forces. 

Rafsanjani said that while 
volunteers were useful in the 
short term, there was no sub- 
stitutefor conscript armies in the 
longterm. . . 

“In the short term there is no 
choice but to rely on volunteer 


forces," he said. “However, they 
could not be counted upon as the 
main force ... and as a result ... in 
the new strategies the major 
emphasis is on regular forces.” 

Rivals President Ali 
Khamenei and Prime Minister 
Mir Hussein Musavi fear such a 
merger would place all power 
with Rafsanjani. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Alireza Moayeri rejected 
speculation yesterday that the 
retreats were a prelude to peace 
in the eight-year-old conflict. 

He told Iranian television: 
“We are a powerful country of 52 
million people. Iraq’s population 
is at most 1 6 million. 

Gulf-based military analysts 
said Lhe Iranians were suffering 
from a shortage of qualified staff 
officers able to maintain the log- 
istics needed to fight an effective 
war. 

Iranian forces used chemical 
weapons in the continued bomb- 
ing oflraqi military targets in the 
As Sibah region, Iraq’s UN 
delegate said in a letter to the 
United Nations published today. 

Iraqi Ambassador Ismai Kit- 
lam said that on July 9 five per- 
sons were wounded by “one 
heavy artillery bomb with mus- 
tard gas.” 

In response to an Iraqi request. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar despatched a UN 
team to Baghdad last weekend to 
investigate charges that Iran 
employed chemical weapons in 
the nearly eight-year-old war. 

Iraq has admitted using such 
weapons. 


Kuwait-bound ship 
attacked near Farsi 


MANAMA. July 15. (AP): A 
Liberian tanker was attacked by 
Iranian gunboats today after it 
strayed to within five miles (eight 
kilometres) of Iran's military 
stronghold at Farsi island, but 
escaped with minor damage as an 
American warship raced to its 
aid. 

The tanker, the 85,989-tonne 
Sea Victory, could not have 
depended on US assistance so 
dose to the island. US officials 
said, because the Navy’s “rules 
of engagement" allow interven- 
tion only in international waters. 
The United States recognizes a 
12-nautical-mile limit around 
Farsi. 

Wounding 

The ship’s Greek captain 
reported by radio that the raiders 
attacked the. Sea Victory repor- 
tedly bound for Kuwait, three 
times, causing “lots of holes,” 
starting a small fire and slightly 
wounding the first male. 

But by-the time the missile fri- 
gate Robert G. Bradley reached 
the vessel in international waters, 
“no assistance was required,” 
said a US Navy spokesman in the 
Gulf. 

The attack was the second in 
four days near Farsi, an island 
some 60 miles (95km) off the 
Saudi Arabian coast, and long 


used by Iranian forces as a base 
for attacks on commercial ship- 
ping in the northern Gulf by 
Iran's paramilitary Revolution- 
ary Guards. 

Attacks there have surged 
recently after several months of 
quiet. Shipping executives said 
the latest raids apparently were 
in reprisal for two Iraqi air raids 
on Iranian tankers last week. 

The latest incident occurred as 
the Sea Victory, a bulk carrier 
was attacked by speedboaLs 
about five miles (eight 
kilometres) west of Farsi and 
issued a “Mayday" distress call. 

The Robert G. Bradley, on 
patrol some 25 miles (4flkm) 
away, answered and beaded 
toward the ship's reported loca- 
tion. By the time the two vessels 
met less than an hour later, the 
fire on Sea Victory had been 
extinguished and the ship was in 
no danger, the spokesman said. 

“She went within five miles of 
Farsi and they came out to get 
her. She turned tail and ran 
straight out," he said. "They (the 
Iranians) went back home and 
left her alone. 

"There was no involvement of 
US forces with the gunboats and 
no US helicopters entered 
territorial waters. We do not 
violate territorial waters of any 
counljy,” the spokesman added. 


Kuwait will never succumb 
to aggression: Sheikh Saad 


WASHINGTON, July 15, 
(Agencies): HH the Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister of 
Kuwait Sheikh Saad A1 
Abdullah has emphasised that 
Kuwait will never succumb to 
aggression, intimidation or acts 
ofterrorism. 

“As did our ancestors, we 
today stand together to reject 
aggression and reiteraLe our 
willingness to die in defence of 
Kuwait." Sheikh Saad said in an 
address during a dinner hosted 
last night for 600 Kuwaiti 
students studying in the US. 

Values 

He said the dangers and 
threats Kuwait is facing neces- 
sitate that all Kuwaitis close 
ranks to protect ibeir homeland 
“and not to allow any intruder or 
ill-willed person to infiltrate our 
ranks or undermine our national 
unity...” 

Urging Kuwaiti students to 
follow the example of their 
forefathers, the Crown Prince 
said: "We are a peaceful people 
who would not seek to inflict evil 
on anyone- But we also are a 
people willing to die in defence of 


our homeland and freedom. 
Thus were our forefathers, that's 
what we are today and what you 
will be in the future." he added. 

Reminding Kuwaiti students 
of their country’s traditions. 
Sheikh Saad called on them to be 
the best representatives of the 
values that Kuwait stands for. 

He also warned them against 
copying alien habits and advised 
them to preserve their Arab and 
Islamic belonging and values. 

Sheikh Saad appealed to the 
Senate to lift a ban on the sale of 
Maverick missiles to his Gulf 
nation, warning Kuwait might 
seek other suppliers — possibly 
Moscow — if spurned in 
Washington. 

Package 

The Senate, by voice vole 
earlier this week, barred the sale 
of Maverick surface-to-air mis- 
siles to Kuwait as part of a SI. 9 
billion arms package that 
includes 40 F- 1 8 planes. 

US and Kuwaiti officials have 
agreed the sale must be con- 
sidered a package, and if the 
Maverick portion is not 
approved, the F-18 deal would 


probably be cancelled by K uwart 
tn favour of aircraft from 
another country. 

Sheikh Saad s^id he had asked 
Lhe Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to reconsider the bar 
to the sale. 

President Reagan, after meet- 
ing with the Crown Prince Tues- 
day, vowed to push the sale for- 
ward, saying Kuwait is essential 
to US policy in the volatile 
region. 

The Israeli government, 
backed up by the American 
Israel Public Affairs Committee 
lobbying group, opposes lhe sale 
of Mavericks to Kuwait. 

Invitation 

US and Kuwaiti officials said 
they are exploring ways of get- 
ting around the Congressional 
ban. in the event the Senate does 
not reconsider. 

One possibility would be a 
lease or buy-back arrangement 
in which the Maverick missiles 
would remain under US control, 
but would be available to 
Kuwaiti forces if faced by aggres- 
sion from Iran.

US, Iran square off at 
UN over Airbus downing 


UNITED NATIONS, July 15, 
(Agencies): Iran blamed 

American incompetence and 
aggression yesterday for the 
downing of one of i is airli ners but 
lhe charge was rejected by US 
Vice-President George Bush 
who said Iran was responsible. 

Iran also called on the Security 
Council to condemn the US for 
what it termed a criminal aci. 

Eleven days after the airliner 
was brought down by a missile 
from a US warship killing all 290 
people aboard. Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Veiayati and 
Bush gave their versions of the 
July 3 tragedy, (o a tense meeting 
of the Security Council. 

Bush said that while many of 
the circumstances of the case 
were unclear and were being 
investigated, it was clear that the 
cruiser Vincennes, acted in self- 
defence. 

Shipping 

“This tragic accident occurred 
against a backdrop of repeated, 
unjustified, unprovoked and 
unlawful attacks against US 
merchant shipping and armed 
forces," Bush said. 

He pledged the United States 
would keep the Gulf open to 
shipping, whatever the threat. 

In a 90-minute statement, 
delivered in Farsi and in even 
tones. Veiayati rejected the 
American account that the 


episode was an accident resulting 
from mistaking Lhe Airbus for a 
hostile fighter. 

He said that, according to 
military authorities, an F-14 
fighter — which the Vincennes's 
skipper feared confronted his 
ship — could not have presented 
any serious danger to the cruiser 
or any surface targeL 

Veiayati said F-14s, as should 
be vividly known to the 
Americans who made them, were 
designed for air-to-air attack and 
not air- 10 -surface operations. 

Information 

Bush, also speaking without 
passion despi :e Velayati's strong 
criticisms of the American 
action, renewed the United 
Slates demands for Iran’s com- 
pliance with the council's unan- 
imous resolution demanding a 
ceasefire in the Gulf war with 
Iraq. 

Resolution 598 was adopted 
on July 20. 1987 and was accep- 
ted by Iraq on condition that 
Iran did likewise. Repeated UN 
efforts to bring about Iranian 
compliance have failed. 

Making an unprecedented 
appearance by a US vice- 
president in the Security Council. 
Bush stressed the council's year- 
old effort to bring about a Gulf 
ceasefire. 

United Nations officials said 
they could not recall any 


previous time when an American 
vice-president had addressed the 
UN Security Council. 

The debate produced little 
information that had not come 
out of statements by Iranian and 
American officials and analyses 
of the tragedy since the Airbus 
was destroyed. 

But there was an element of 
drama in Velayati's recitation of 
the transcript of conversations 
between its crew and airport 
flight controllers before it was hit 
by the Vincennes's missiles. 

The minister said the pilot 
repeatedly used the appropriate 
civilian code Squawk 6760. 

He said it was easily verifiable 
that the Vincennes had well over 
1 4 minutes, and not the fourmin- 
utes claimed by American 
officials, of prior knowledge that 
it was a civilian airliner on a 
scheduled flight from Bandar 
Abbas to Dubai. 

“One question that needs to be 
seriously examined is whether 
the captain of Lhe USS Vincennes 
actually warned its target that it 
intended to shoot, or whether the 
ship took any other measure to 
make its intentions clear of its 
target," Veiayati said. 

“Or whether, as the case sug- 
gests, it simply decided to shoot 
on a target which was admittedly 
unidentified at the very least,"

Israel admits it cannot control Palestinian will 


TEL AVIV. July 15, (Agencies): 
Israel's Chief of Staff Dan 
Shorn ron said the Army was una- 
ble to control the will of Palestin- 
ians and that a revolt in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip could go on for years. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said Israel could not 
afford to pay the cost of controll- 
ing the seven-month revolt, 
much less complete existing arms 
buying programmes. 

Objective 

Speaking after a tour of Beil 
Sahour village in the West Bank, 
which has been under curfew for 
six days since residents turned in 
their identity cards in a. protest 
against taxes, Shomron said on 
Wednesday: “I cannot say we are 
controlling the (Palestinian ) will, 
their aspirations. These are 
things that exist. 

“We are conducting a struggle 


between us and the Palestinian 
population,” he said. “This 
struggle has gone on for years, 
and will continue for years: The 
real question is, at what level of 
violence will this struggle be con- 
ducled?" 

He added: “Our real objective 
... is to lower the level of 
violence." 

A senior Israeli Army com- 
mander said last week that the 
revolt in the occupied territories 
could last for years and told 
reporters: “We have to prepare 
ourselves for the long run.’ 

Rabin. speaking in 
Parliament, said he doubted the 
military could fulfill its existing 
arms-buying programme to meet 
what he called the new threat 
from Arab states acquiring 
advanced weapons. 

Two Palestinians died of gun- 
shot wounds inflicted by Israeli 


troops, security sources said. 

Amjad Hawaja. 17. died in 
Mokassed Hospital in East 
Jerusalem on Wednesday night 
after suffering critical gunshot 
wounds in the chest during anti- 
Israeli protests in Na blus on S un- 
day night. 

Killed 

. Samir A Sayeh, 16, died in A1 
lltihad hospital in Nablus from 
stomach wounds after being 
injured by troops on Monday 
night, the sources said. 

Their deaths brought to 231 
the number of Palestinians who 
have been killed during a seven- 
month revolt in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. Four Israelis have died. 

News of the two latent deaths 
sparked fresh demonstrations in 
Nablus despite a curfew on the 
city, the largest in the West Bank. 

Dne Palestinian was critically 


wounded when troops fired tear 
gas, rubber bullets and live 
ammunition to break up the 
protests, the security sources 
said. 

The overnight revenge raid on 
the West Bank town of Kalkilya 
came after a 12-year-old Jewish 
boy was wounded in the head 
when a big stone was thrown at 
his parents’ car near Kalkilya on 
Wednesday night, the sources 
said. 

Israeli troops confined more 
than 80,000 Palestinians to their 
homes in Lhe occupied West 
Bank to hai t violen t protests over 
the killings of the teenagers by 
soldiers. 

Israeli authorities closed all 
schools in the WesL Bank towns 
of Kalkilya and Tulkarm until 
the end of the school year later 
this month because of rioting by 
students, security sources said. 


A United Nations official 
reported cash shortages in the 
occupied Gaza Strip, and said 
prolonged Army-imposed cur- 
fews and Arab-ordered strikes 
were to blame. 

The UN official, who reques- 
ted anonymity, also reported 
some problems with food sup- 
plies to Gaza's refugee camps, 
but said no one was going hungry 
in the strip, where 650.000 Pales- 
tinians live. 

Meanwhile, an 18-year-old 
Arab, Ayman Taba, was woun- 
ded in the left leg loday during a 
dash with soldiers in Gaza's 
Bureij camp, a local reporter 
said. 

In another development, the 
military administration said 
school year in the West Bank 
would end on July 21, with final 
exams likely starting on Satur- 
day.

WASHINGTON, July 15, 
(KUNA): A ranking Kuwaiti 
official has stressed that the 
highly-disputed $1 .9 billion arms 
deal is inseparable, indicating 
that the Kuwaiti government will 
deride whether to go on with the 
deal if the Mavericks are , 
excluded from it by theCongress. 

Kuwaiti Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Saoud Moham- 
med A1 Osaimi, in an interview 
with Voice of America, said that 
he does not know whether. 
Washington and Kuwait can 
work something out, “but what i 
know is that the F-18s and the 
(Maverick) missiles go hand-in- 
hand. 

Deals 

Replying to a question on 
whether the recent arms deals 
with the Soviet Union and a pos- 
sible one with the UK should 
serve as a warning to American 
legislators that there are other 
sources for arms, the Kuwaiti 
minister affirmed that his coun- 
try has different sources for 
weapons, regardless of positions 
of these countries, noting, 
"diversification of sources of 
arms has been a fixed policy of 
the Kuwaiti government for a 
long time.’’ 

‘Cut spending, 
keep generals 
in check’ 

KARACHI, July 15, (Reuter): 
Pakistan's defence spending 
should be cut and the armed for- 
ces reorganised to keep the gen- 
erals in check, an opposition 
leader said today. 

“The spendings on defence are 
an unbearable burden on the 
national resources and badly 
affect the development plans to . 
better the lot of the people," Sar- 
dar Sherbaz Khan Mazari, head 
of the National Democratic 
Party, told a news conference. 

Pakistan has had three martial 
law governments since indepen- 
dence in 1947. but Mazari said 
defence cuts would curb the ten- 
dency of generals to meddle in 
politics. 

Defence spending is not 
officially disclosed, but econ- 
omists estimate costs will rise 6.7 
per cent in 1988/89 from about 
S2.5 billion in 1987/88- 
Mazari. releasing his party's 
election manifesto for polls due 
by Aug 27, said a national volun- 
teer force should be raised ins- 
tead to defend the nation's bor- 
ders.

Last week airport workers dis- 
agreed over Yerevan's general 
strike, but demonstrators from 
the city centre invaded the air- 
port and prevented planes from 
landing or taking off. 

The blockade was ended when 
troops forcibly evicted the 
demonstrators. Khachik Zak- 
aryan. 22, was killed by a plastic 
bullet and 96 people needed 
medical treatment. 


“There would have been no 
incidents at the airport if the 
demonstrators had not been 
provoked.” the Armenpress 
spokesman said. He accused 
state television of distorting the 
news. 

In the television documentary, 
called "on events in Yerevan.” 
the cameras panned over a 
collection of knives, iron bars 
and chains as soldiers said they 
were attacked. 

“We had orders to clear the 
airport," a uniformed officer 
trainee said. “Women were thr- 
owing bottles at us. The mood 
was extremely aggressive.” 

The troops, one of whom had a 
bandage round his head, made 
no mention of their use of plastic 
bullets. 

When told by the commen- 
tator of Armenian claims that the 
troops stormed the airport with 
just three minutes’ warning, they 
replied that announcements 
preceded their arrival.

Dukakis and Jackson likely to 
reconcile before convention 


Thursday celebrated the 1 99th 
anniversary of the storming of 
the BasliUe. and President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand announced he 
was inviting leaders of both rich 
and poor nations to next year's 
bicentennial of the French 
revolution. 

Tens of thousands of people, 
celebrating the national holiday, 
lined the Camps Elysees to watch 
the traditional grandiose July 14 
military parade. 

Planes trailing exhaust in the 
blue, white and red of the French 
tricolour swept low over Paris to 
open the parade of some 6,000 
men, 120 aircraft, 500 land vehi- 
cles and 300 members of the 
cavalry. 

Mitterrand reviewed the 
troops at the Arch of Triumph, 
now draped in tricolour to hide 
renovation work, then moved 
down the avenue to the reviewing 
stand at the Place De la Con- 
corde. 

The parade's theme, tradition 
and technology, was played out 
as 12 mirage 2000 NS, designed 
to carry nuclear missiles, made 
their first public appearance in a 
sweep over the Champs Elysees, 
as foreign Jegionaires with white 
kepis and the republican guard 
with feathered brass helmets 
strutted below. 

Guests 

More than 4.000 invited guests 
attended a garden party at the 
presidential Elysee Palace, where 
from a back lawn Mitterrand 
gave a televised interview, his 
eighth such July 14 interview 
since coming to power in 1981 . 

A massive fireworks display 
designed to call in the year of the 
bicentennial was planned last 
night at the Palais de Chaillol, 
facing the Eiffel T ower across the 
Seine River. 

The storming of the ancient 
Bastille prison on July 14. 1789. 
where just seven prisoners were 
held, triggered the fall of the 
monarchy and the proclamation 
of the republic three years later. 


Jackson even as his remaining 
rival asked former President 
Jimmy Carter help resolved “the 
creative tensions” between them. 

Four days before the 
Democratic national convention 
opens in Atlanta, Jackson 
threatened challenges until the 
final convention session and 
remained indignant over the 
handling of Dukakis' selection of 
Sen.

He avoided 
public questioning on Jackson 
yesterday, but repeated in a CBS 
Slews interview that he had 
apologised to Jackson for failing 
to reach him before news spread 
ofBentsen's selection. 

“Jesse and I have had a good 
relations over the past couple of 
months and that's going to con- 
tinue," Dukakis said. 

Jackson insisted he was not 
simply angered about learning of 
Bentsen's choice from a repor- 
ter's question, although he did 


not spell out what his complaints 
are in detail. 

“The. issue for my con- 
stituency is not about the time of 
the call,” Jackson said. “I simply 
want the respect and respon- 
sibility.” 

Campaign aides said efforts 
were under way to arrange a 
meeting between Dukakis and 
Jackson in Atlanta on Sunday, 
the day Dukakis is scheduled to 
arrive. 

Jackson said he had called 
Carter early last morning to ask 
him to mediate. 

“He has earned respect of all of 
us,” Jackson said or the former 
President. “As we seek to resolve 
the creative tensions within our 
party, we are determined to set 
and keep a moral tone.” 

A Dukakis spokesman refused 
to comment directly on the Car- 
ter idea.

WARSAW, July 15, (UP1): 
Leaders of the seven Warsaw 
Pact states opened a two-day 
summit today focussing on new 
proposals by Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev for conventional 
arms cut in Europe. 

There was speculation the 
two-day meeting of the political 
consultative council — the high- 
est decision-making body of the 
Warsaw Pact — may also 
announce a token pullout of 
Soviet troops from an East bloc 
country, perhaps Hungary or 
East Germany. 

The Polish Communist Party 
daily Tribuna Ludu noted the. 
conference is the first since the 
Moscow summit of Gorbachev 
and President Reagan “which 
confirmed the permanence of 
Soviet-American dialogue and 
supporting hopes for further dis- 
armament steps.” 

In a speech to the Sejm on 
Monday, Gorbachev suggested 
the convening or a pan- 
European summit — plus the 
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leaders or the United States and 
Canada — to tackle the problem 
of arms reductions in Europe. 

He also suggested that the 
Soviet Union would withdraw its 
Air Forces from advanced bases 
in Eastern Europe if the United 
States would not move a wing of 
F- 1 6 fighter-bombers from 
Spain to Italy. 

Proposals 

Comments today in the com- 
munist-controlled newspapers 
and news agencies in Eastern 
Europe emphasised the two Gor- 
bachev proposals. 

“It is a meaningful initiative 
aiming at building up con- 
fidence, strengthening security in 
Europe and continuation of the 
disarmament process,” East 
Germany leader Erich Honecker 
said in an interview for Neues 
Deutschland before his arrival in 
the Polish capital. 

“Mikhail Gorbachev's 
proposals aired at the Polish 
Sejm may be of great importance 
to European security," Soviet 
Communist Party Politburo 
member Vadim Medvedev, in 
charge of foreign affairs, told a 
news briefing in the Polish 
capital on Thursday. 

The possible pullout of Soviet 
troops was prompted by several 
developments in the last week in 
East European capitals. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
July 1 5. (AP): Dutch Prime Mini- 
ster Ruud Lubbers, the first 
foreign head of government to 
visit Israel since the Arab upris- 
ing began, will relay his govern- 
ment's criticism of Israel's han- 
dling of the rebellion, a Dutch 
official said today. 

“The uprising will certainly be 
an important topic of discussion 
during the Prime Minister's visit. 
He will relay the concerns of the 
Dutch people and listen very 
carefully to Israeli leaders," 
Dutch Ambassador Jan Van 
Roijen said in an interview. 

Van Roijen said the three-day 
visit, which begins Sunday, was 
initially planned in October to 
mark Israel's 40 til anniversary 
but Lubbers delayed it for several 
months because of the unrest. 

According to UN figures. 222 
Palestinians have been killed in 
the anti-occupation violence 
since Dec 8. Four Israelis have 
also been killed. 

Lubbers and Israeli officials 
will also discuss a recent Israeli 
cabinet decision to compel Soviet 
Jewish emigrants to fly directly 
to Israel to prevent them from 
settling in other European coun- 
tries. 

The Dutch issue Israeli visas to 
Soviet emigrants in their' 
capacity as representatives of 
Israeli interests in Moscow.

American 
celebrates 
losing 289 kg 
in 9 months 

HEMPSTEAD, New York. July 
15, (AP): Walter Hudson fla- 
shed a big smile when he step- 
ped on a scale and found out 
ne weighs 562 pounds (255 
kilograms). 

Although such a reading would 
hardly be good news for most 
weight-conscious people, for 
Hudson it meant that his 
Spartan diet has been a huge 
success.. Nine months ago, he 
weighed at least 1 ,200 pounds 
(544 kilograms). 

“I feel good,” said the 42-year- 
old Hudson. “I think 1*11 
celebrate by having a glass of 
water." 

Hudson says he eats a homemade 
powder — consisting of 
vi tamins , minerals and other 
nutrients — mixed in water. 
Twice a week he splurges and 
undulges in an onion, two 
garlic cloves and some vin- 
egar. 

Scale 

Last October when Hudson tried 
to weigh himself in public, the 
scale fell apart unable to' deal 
with anything over 1,000 
pounds (453 kilograms). On 
Thursday. Hudson stepped 
■ onto a special scale and 
almost didn’t heed it. 

The Hempstead man came to the 
world’s attention last Septem- 
ber when he slipped and fell in 
his bedroom and was wedged 
into the doorway. Rescue 
workers had to saw out the 
_ door frame to free him. 

Dick Gregory, a comedian tur- 
ned nutritionist, helped Hud- 
son lose a few hundred 
pounds (kilograms) on a diet 
Gregory had devised. 

But, when he wanted Hudson to 
go to his Bahamian clinic. 
Hudson balked at leaving his 
house and Gregory discontin- 
ued his treatment. 

Since then, Hudson has been 
receiving psychological 
therapy from Dr Barbara 
Rosen, who said Hudson is 
gaining confidence and over- 
coming phobias. 

His goal is to reach 190 pounds 
(86 kilograms) and he expects 
to make it in ihree years orso. 

“I know I have a lot of work 
ahead of me," said Hudson, 
“but I will never go back to 
the way I was." 

Hudson's other goal is to walk 
outside his home, where he 
has spent almost every 
moment of the last 28 years. 

That hurdle is now scheduled for 
Sept 8. 

“I really want to get out of the 
house.” said Hudson. “That 
way I can get on with helping 
other people with similar 
problems.” 


Opposition protests 
Mexican election 


MEXICO CITY, July 15, (AP>: 
About 15,000 people took to the 
streets in Guadalajara to den- 
ounce the July 6 presidential elec- 
tion whose declared winner. 
Carlos Salinas de Gortari, says 
his party suffered its biggest loss 
and must respond to calls for 
change. 

The protest, led by the con- 
servative National Action Party 
candidate Manuel Cloulhier, 
withstood a downpour on Thur- 
sday to hear him accuse the 
govennent of manipulating the 
July 6 election. The rally came 
after opposition leaders called 
for nationwide protests to den- 
ounce the election. 

Clouthier's appearance also 
was the first in his national tour 
to gather signatures in what be 
calls a referendum to decide 
whether the party should seek to 
have the election annulled. 

Mandate 

Clouthier, who won in 
Guadalajara but finished thirdin 
results announced on Wednes- 
day by the federal election com- 
mission, says he does not know 
who won but says nei ther Calinas 
nor Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, can- 
. didate of the left, can claim a 
credible victory. 

Commission results .gave 
Salinas, of the . ruling Ins- 
titutional Revolutionary Party, 
or PRI, 50.36 per cent of the vole. 


Cardenas followed with 31.12 
percentand Clouthier with 17. •07 
percent. 

Salinas, receiving con- 
gratulatory visits from party- 
affiliated organisations for a 
third day on Thursday, said he 
had been given “a dear mandate 
for change” and called for unity 
among all parties and factions. 

“The PRI today has the 
capacity and flexibility to face 
successfully the call for change,” 
he told state governors and the 
party's executive committee. 

“May no one tty to convert 
political plurality into national 
division.” 

“At this time there is no room 
for divisions growing out of past 


disputes," he said. 

Cardenas, candidate of the lef- 
tist National Democratic Front 
and the Mexican Socialist Party, 
planned to begin a national tour 
next week, after a major rally in 
the huge Zocalo Plaza on Satur- 
day. 

He said he would target 
regions where he considers 
“fraud was the most brutal and 
ran roughshod on our party 
members.” The son of one of 
Mexico’s most popular 
presidents. Cardenas led a dis- 
sident movement in the PRI 
before breaking away to become 
candidate of several small par- 


blow to Sikh radicals 


AMRITSAR, July 15, (Reuter): 
Indian police delivered another 
blow to one of Punjab’s biggest 
Sikh separatist groups, killing a 
leading member in a shoot-out 
and arresting two area comman- 
ders yesterday, police said. 

“Security forces have had a 
good day,” said senior police 
officer in Chandigarh, capital of 
north India's Punjab state. 

Three Sikhs on bicycles 
opened fire when security forces 
challenged them near the town of 
Kapurthala, police said. 

The patrol fired back and 
killed a man later identified as 
Balbir Singh of the Khalistan 
Commando Force (KCF). The 
other men escaped. 

The dead man was responsible 
for at least seven murders and a 
number of robberies, police said. 

Strongest 

Police say the KCF is the 
strongest of the militant groups 
fighting for an independent Sikh 
homeland in Punjab. Their cam- 
paign has cost nearly 1.500 lives 
this year. 

The group suffered a major 
loss on Tuesday when police 


killed Sukhdev Singh, a KCF 
commander, in a similar encoun- 
ter. 

Sukhdev Singh was wanted for 
killing about a dozen policemen 
and for India’s biggest bank rob- 
bery which netteathe separatists 
Rs 57 million (about $5 million). 

Police also said they had arres- 
ted 10 separatists in raids 
throughout Punjab early yester- 
day, including two area com- 
manders of the KCF. 

They said two separatists were 
beaten to death by neighbours 
who went to the aid of a man 
attacked in his home. A thir d 
attacker escaped. 

Document 

A document found on the 
body of Sukhdev Singh, called 
for attacks on politicians and 
police rather than indiscriminate 
terrorism. 

The document, said indis- 
criminate terrorism had alien- 
ated most ordinary Sikhs. 

“We should restrict our tar- 
gets to political leaders, police 
officers and their informers and 
to those staunchly opposed to 
Khalistan,** said the document

Bush replied that despite hos- 
tilities in the area, the Iranian 
authorities failed to divert the 
aircraft, but allowed it to proceed 
on a path o ver a warship engaged 
in battle.

JOHANNESBURG. July 15, 
(Reuter): Winnie Mandela called 
off today a highly-publicised 
visit to her husband, jailed black 
nationalist leader Nelson Man- 
dela. spurning a government 
offer of a special birthday reun- 
ion with South Africa's most 
famous prisoner. 

Mrs Mandeia. herself a sym- 
-bol of protest, had been given 
permission with family members 
to make a six-hour visit to her 
husband on his 70th birthday on 
Monday in Cape Town's Polls- 
moor Prison. 

But the Mandela’s lawyer, 
Ismail Ayob, issued a statement 
saying she would spend the day 
quietly at her home in the black 
township of Soweto outside 
Johannesburg. 

Decision 

“She has taken this decision as 
both she and Mr Mandela have 
never sought any special 
privileges for themselves.” Ayob 
told reporters. Prison visits are 
normally limited to 40 minutes. 

The statement made dear that 
Mrs Mandela, in turning down 
the government's unusual offer, 
was making a gesture of 
solidarity with the anti-aparth- 
eid cause and other prisoners. 

The government's bureau for 
information, in a later statement, 
said Mandela himself had also 
asked for the family visit to be 
cancelled. 

. “Permission for the visit still 
applies should Mr Mandela 
change his mind,” added the 
.bureau, which voices and 
promotes government policy. 

Ayob said Mrs Mandela had 
declined the special visit to focus 
attention on thousands of people 
imprisoned for their opposition 
to Pretoria’s apartheid radal 
segregation policies, who had 
never been allowed to spend a 
day with their loved ones. 


Canada, Iran 
to ‘normalise’ 
relations 

NICOSIA, July 15, (Reuter): A 
Canadian delegation arrived in 
Tehran today for talks with I ran- 
ian officials on normalising rela- 
tions, Tehran Radio reported. 

The radio gave no details, but 
the move is part of Tehran’s new 
approach in foreign policy which 
has also led to resumption of 
diplomatic relations with Fiance 
in June and j increased contacts 
with Britain. " 

Iran’s influential Parliamen- 
tary Speaker Ali Ak bar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani said this month Iran 
had discarded a policy of “con- 
stantly making enemies” and 
would try to cultivate relations 
with countries close to its war 
enemy Iraq. 

Tehran and Ottawa last month 
started talks on improving 
diplomatic ties soured in 1980 
when Canada withdrew its 
diplomats from Tehran after 
they spirited six US diplomats 
out of Iran.

An ICAO council meeting 
agreed to institute a fact-finding 
investigation into the downing of 
the Iranian Airbus by the US 
cruiser Vincennes. 

A special session of the ICAO, 
in Montreal, deplored the use of 
we ®P°us against a civilian air- 
craft, but it did not condemn the 
US for the attack. 

. IATA said airlines in par- 
ticular want “effective measures 
to oo-ordinate civil flight opera- 
tions and military activity” and ' 
improved routing arran- 
gements in the (Gulf) area to 
facilitate safe operation of civil 
air traffic.”

MOSCOW, July 15, (AP); 
Afghan rebels blasted the capital 
city of Kabul with more than 20 
rockets this morning, killing 20 
people and wounding 34 others, 
the slate-run Tass news agency 
reported from Afghanistan. 

Tass said the “barbarous 
action” had also caused damage 
but gave no further details in its 
two-sentence dispatch. 

The attack by rebets fighting 
the Moscow-backed govern- 
ment of Afghan President Najib 
was the latest on a major popula- 
tion centre in Afghanistan repor- 
ted by Soviet media. On Sunday. 
Tass said fighting had 
dramatically worsened in the 
country as Soviet troops contin- 
ued their withdrawal. 

More than 150 civilians were 
reported killed last weekend 
when the mujahedeen insurgents 
used artillery and rockets loshell 
populated areas in more than 
eight provinces. Tass reported at 
the time. 

On Jul/8, a car bomb packed 
with explosives blew up near a 
downtown movie theatre in the 
eastern city of Jalalabad, killing 
31 people and badly injuring 33 
others, Soviet and Afghan media 
said. 

The Soviets, who sent tanks 


and troops into Afghanistan in 
December 1979. agreed in April 
to pull out their more than 
100,000 soldiers over a 10-month 
period, beginning May 15. Half 
of the troops are to be back home 
by August. 

However, Soviet officials 
repeatedly have accused Pakis- 
tan of violating the accords sig- 
ned April 14 in Geneva. The 
commander of Soviet forces in 
Afghanistan, Li Gen Boris 
Gromov, has said the violations 
could force his country to recon- 
sider the withdrawal timetable. 

The Soviets say Pakistan is all- 
owing its territory to be used to 


supply the rebels with weapons 
and ammunition and serve as the 


and ammunition and serve as the 
base of a rival Afghan govern- 
ment. 

Regret 

Meanwhile, the head of an 
Afghan guerrilla alliance said on 
Thursday he regretted that rebel 
commanders had refused to meet 
UN envoy Diego Cordpvez io 
discuss a United Nations peace 
plan for Afghanistan. 

Syed Ahmad Gailani said his 
National Islamic From wanted 
to speak to Cordovez when he 
was in the Pakistan capital last 
week but had been overruled by a 
majority re the seven-party 


alliance. 

“Mr Cordovez is a vehicle. He 
brings ideas and he should lake 
ideas from us too." he said at a 
news conference. “There is no 
harm in talking to Mr Cor- 
dovez." 

During visits to Tehran, 
Islamabad and Kabul, Cordovez 
actively promoted a plan for a 
truce in the war and creation of a 
neutral administration in Kabul 
of impartial Afghans. 

Government 

He envisaged the Soviet- 
backed government in Kabul 
and the Afghan resistance 
groups voluntarily standing 
aside while the neutral govern- 
ment called a traditional grand 
assembly of prominent Afghans 
to work out a permanent 
political solution. 

The alliance rejected the plan, 
Gailani told reporters, but his 
group believed a neutral govern- 
ment was an interesting proposi- 
tion.

The English daily 'Pakistan 
Times,' a pro-government news- 
paper, noted that Benazir made 
the controversial statement one 
day after meeting United States 
Ambassador Arnold Raphael in 
Islamabad.

Uproar 

Abu Sharif, a writer and for- 
mer journalist, caused an uproar 
in radical Arab circles last month 
when he published a signed arti- 
cle in the London-based newslet- 
ter Mideast Mirror calling for 
direct PLO-lsraeli negotiations 
under a UN-sponsored inter- 
national peace conference. 

Radicals viewed his declara- 
tion as an implicit recognition of 
the state of Israel.

Vietnam to take 
back boat people 


BANGKOK, July 15, (Reuter): 
Vietnam, in a major policy 
change, has said it is willing in 
principle to take back Viet- 
namese boat people turned 
down by resettlement countries, 
a senior Thai official said on 
Thursday. 

The new Vietnamese 
approach, revealed in meetings 
with UN officials, will be a key 
element of talks in Bangkok next 
week involving Asian countries 
where the boat people land and 
the office of the UN High Com- 
missioner for Refugees. 

“Vietnam told the UNHCR it 
was ready to take back the 
refugees ' (not accepted for 
immigration to third countries), 
and asked the UNHCR to 
arrange details of a repatriation 
programme,” the official told 
Reuters. 

Welcome 

He said Thailand welcomed 
Vietnam's approach, “It is a 
positive and encouraging 
development in Vietnam's 
attitude,'' he said. 


A top regional refugee expert 
visiting Bangkok said that in the 
past Vietnam had only said it 
would consider repatriating its 
citizens who went abroad 
illegally on a case by case system. 

Publicly, Vietnam has consis- 
tently regarded the boat people 
as criminals, and only a handful 
have been allowed back. 

Diplomacy 

Asked why Vietnam was mak- 
ing this concession now, he said it 
appeared Hanoi was looking to 
end its international isolation 
and did not want to be seen as a 
state whose citizens took enor- 
mous risks to run away in search 
of a better life. 

Vietnam is engaged in delicate 
international diplomacy to reach 
a peace settlement in neighbour- 
ing Kampuchea, which it 
invaded in 1 978 and where it still 
has a large military force. 


ATHENS. July 15. (Reuter): A 
Palestinian hijack suspect, whose 
detention in Greece may have 
prompted a bloody attack on a 
tourist ship, was sentenced to 
seven months in jail on Thursday 
for entering the country with a 
false passport.

Lawyers for Rashid said they 
would appeal against the verdict 
and that he would stay in prison 
pending the appeal.

The Crown Prince said 
skilled Kuwaiti pilots had tested 
all kinds of planes manufactured 
in the US, Britain, France and

Futile

Shultz has travelled to the area 
five limes so far this year in a 
futile effort to put together direct 
Arab-Israeli talks leading to 
Palestinian autonomy, in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

The Crown Prince, saying that 
Shultz plans to travel to Egypt, 
Jordan, Israel and Saudi Arabia, 
also invited Shultz to come to 
Kuwait. He did not give a date 
for the Shultz trip, but State 
Department officials said the 
most likely time would be Sep- 
tember or early October. 

Sheikh Saad met the publisher 
of the Washington Post, Kath- 
erine Graham and the paper's 
editors on Wednesday. 

Sheikh Saad outlined the posi- 
tion of Kuwait and the Arab 
countries on a wide Tange oi 
issues, including the Arab-Israeli 
conflict, the rights of the Pales- 
tinians and the meaning of the 
intifada, the Iran-lraq war, the 
reflagging process and Kuwait's 
arms purchase policies. 

Sheikh Saad also met the 
editors and correspondents of 
the American television news 
network ABC yesterday.

jellyfish 

menace 

MANAMA, Bahrain. July 15. 
(AP): Hordes of jellyfish clog- 
ging the intake pipes at this arid 
island's major water distillation 
plant threaten to completely jam 
up the system. 

Two truckloads of the clear 
little blobs are removed daily 
from the pipes used to pump 
water from the sea into the plant 
that refines it into fresh water. 

“There's a continuous number 
of jellyfish, and we have men 
working round-the-clock," said 
Abdullah Juma, director of elec- 
tricity for the Gulf island nation. 

Baffling 

The sea-going creature — des- 
cribed as “white, round and 
sticky" by Juma — not only 
threaten to block the filtering 
nets, but so many are heading 
into the plant that executives fear 
shredded pieces of jellyfish could 
go plopping into bathtubs and 
kitenen sinks. 

- The invasion, which baffles 
environmental protection 
experts, has yet to affect produc- 
tion. the director said. 

The Sitra plant, named after 
the area where it was built, has 
faced a similar menace from 
jellyfish attacks in previous 
years. But the quantities this year 
appear to be out-jiggling all 
previous records. 

Curtain 

Juma said the plant may try to 
prevent similar jellyfish 
invasions by installing steel 
plates and fish nets along the sea- 
bed as a curtain around the plant. 

The Sitra plant provides 25 
million gallons of sweet water a 
day, or about 45 per cent of 
Bahrain's water needs. 

The island's water supply is 
already stretched to its limit and 
rationing has been introduced in 
some areas. 


New Iranian offshore platform will 
he able to co-ordinate attacks 


WASHINGTON. July 15, 
(Agencies): Iran is preparing to 
put a large offshore platform 
near the Strait of Hormuz capa- 
ble of co-ordinating sea and air, 
attacks on US Navy ships, a’ 
television news report has said. 

The ABC television network 
said the platform will also be able 
to refuel helicopter gunships and 
patrol boats and will be in posi- 
tion to monitor electronically the 
southern Gulf. 

Iran has instructed an 
independent contractor at an 
undisclosed remote Arab Gulf 

S ort to remove an oil drilling 
oor and derrick from the plat- 
form and install a second 
helicopter landing pad. and a 
satellite communications sys- 
tem, the report said. 

It said the contractor has also 
been instructed to install two 
storage tanks on deck for avia- 
tion or marine fuel. 

(ran told the contractor the 
platform will only be a support 
base for commercial tankers but 
has ordered armoured platingon 
parts of the rig. ABC said. 

It said the work is to be com- 
pleted in 45 days, and the plat- 
form is then to be stationed next 
to incoming sea lanes into the 
Gulf near the Strait of Mormuz. 

Shipping executives in the 
Gulf, quoted Iranian officials as 
saying the platform will become 
an administrative base for Iran's 
fleet of oil shuttle tanekrs, serv- . 
ing the Larak bland export ter- 


minal in the Strait of Hormuz. 

But some shipping industry 
experts say it also could be inten- 
ded for military purposes, 
including the electronic monitor- 
ing of shipping traffic and war- 
ships travelling through the Hor- 
muz chokepoinL where many of 
Iran's attacks on neutral ship- 
ping occur. 

“What happens after the Iran- 
ians get it is between them and 
God." said one executive, who is 
in dose touch with the company 
working on the platform. 

Iran has used standard drilling 
rigs as military communications 
bases in the past, according to US 
offidals. Three have been des- 
troyed or damaged in attacks by 
American warships — one last 
October and two more on April 
18 of this year. 

The attacks in each case were 
in retaliation for Iranian military 
actions against American- 
related ships and aircraft in the 
Gulf. US officials said. 

The ABC reported that the 
new triangular-shaped rig will 
give a huge boost to Iranian 
military capacity in the Gulf. 

“When platform 135G is 
deployed. Iran, for the first time, 
will have an offshore base capa- 
ble of co-ordinating sea and air- 
borneauacks upon the US Navy. 
It will also. ..have theca{3adty to 
refuel helicopter gunships and 
patrol boats," ABC said. 

It will be moored at the outer 
limits of the range of Iraqi fighter 


jets. 

The shipping executives said 
the platform was towed to the 
Gulf six weeksago from the coast 
of Africa, where it had served as a 
drilling rig of the Texas-based 
Southeastern Drilling Co., 
known as SEDCO. 

It was then stripped of the 
drilling gear, and work began on 
plating the decks with reinforced 
steel. With that done, they said, 
work is now underway on 
accommodation q uarters for 200 
people. 

Some shipping industry 
offidals expressed sceplidsm 
that the platform was for military 
use. 

“The term armour-plated is 
exaggerated, they are reinforcing 
it with steel, but they are not 
turning it into a tank." said one. 
He added that the Iranians 
probably would arm it with anti- 
aircraft guns, as they have other 
oil platforms in the Gulf. 

The executives noted there 
would be nothing to prevent Iran 
from using the same Facilities as a 
base for offensive military pur- 
poses, including gunboat or 
helicopter raids on neutral ships. 

They said the rig was appa- 
rently designed to minimise the 
threat from Iraq's sea-skimming 
Exocet missiles and bombs by 
presenting a small radar image. 

“Sure the Iraqis can have a go 
at it, but its going to be a more 
difficult target," said one 
executive. 


Gang of thieves Tanker towed to Bshrain 


A GANG of youths has been 
recently breaking into houses 
and stealing car accessories in 
Farwaniya and Rabyah areas. 

A group of people has decided 
to form a patrol, in co-operation 
with the police, to catch the per- 
petrators. a local daily reported. 

It added that the thefts were 
mostly of electrical appliances 
and small vehicles, such as bicy- 
cles and mopeds. 


BAH RAIN, July 1 5, (Reuter): A 
Panamanian tanker hit by Iran- 
ian gunboats which were later 
engaged by US helicopters 
arrived off Bahrain today, 
regional shipping sources said. 

The helicopters, responding to 
a Mayday, exchanged fire with 
the gunboats last Tuesday, in the 
first clash between Iran and the 
United States since a US warship 
shot down an Iran Air Airbus on 
July 3.

‘Today, our country is the 
subject of aggression on the part 
of an aggressor whose aim is to 
seize all of our territory and over- 
throw the existing government.’’ 
the Iraqi official said. “Those are 


the stated aims of the Iranian 
leadership and its actions in 
facL" 

The Soviets have repeatedly 
said an arms embargo against 
Iran would be premature, and 
that other means should be tried 
first. 

For example, Soviet 
diplomats at the Uni ted Nations 
have proposed creating an inter- 
national flotilla under UN ausp- 
ices to patrol the waters of the 
Gulf. 

The Soviet Union has been the 
No. 1 arms supplier to Iraq, but 
has recently been trying lo 
improve relations with the 
Islamic fundamentalist leader- 
ship in Tehran. Western special- 
ists say the Kremlin would not 
want to antagonize Iran now.by 
supporting an international 
arms boycott. 


US investigators maintain 
a low profile in the Gulf 


MANAMA, Bahrain, July 15. 
(Agencies): In a region charac- 
terised by high concern about 
terrorism and the low profiles of 
American military personnel, the 
US experts investigating the 
shooting down of an Iranian 
jetliner are silent, and next to 
invisible. 

Their daily travels between a 
local hotel and two US warships 
anchored off the Bahrain port 
are quick and discreet. The 
officers wear civilian clothes 
while ashore, as is the rule for all 
US service personnel in the 
security-conscious Arab coun- 
tries along the Gulf. 

The six-man team arrived in 
the Gulf July 5 aboard a special 
US military aircraft, two days 
after an Iran Air A300 Airbus 
was shot down by the missile 
cruiser USS Vincennes, killing all 
290 aboard. 

Deadline 

Its 15-day timetable to com- 
plete the report is more than half 
over, although the deadline may 
be extended if Rear Adm. 
William Fogarty, the team 
leader, decides more time is 
needed. 

On Tuesday the team received 
an analysis of the Vincennes' 
computer tapes, acrurial piece of 
evidence in trying to reconstruct 
the incidenL But US officials, 
adhering to the secrecy, sujto un- 
ding the inquiry, refused to say 
what the analysis tells about the 
performance of the billion-doll ar 
cruiser’s high-tech “Aegis” air 
defence system. 

Britain's Defence Ministry has 
said that its audio tapes of dis- 
tress frequencies in the Gulf were 
being provided to the US 
inquiry. 


The Americans were under- 
stood to have requested similar 
data from Italy, which like 
Britain had a warship in the area, 
and from the air traffic control 
centre at Dubai, the destination 
of Iran Air flight 655. 

Aside from Fogarty, the Navy 
has declined for security reasons 
to identify the other team mem- 
bers, except that one is a lawyer 
and the rest are technical experts. 
On the rare occasions they are 
seen, the officers ignore all ques- 
tions. 

The team's first move was to 
take depositions from CapL Will 
Rogers III, the Vincennes' com- 
mander, and other officers of the 
three US warships that were in 
. the area. 

US officials in Washington 
said the Vincennes' combat 
information centre received a 
confusing mixture of identifica- 
tion signals, on both military and 
civilian channels, indicating that 
the Airbus was an Iranian F-14 
fighter. 

Subdued 

They say Rogers fired his mis- 
siles at virtually the last moment 
after failing repeatedly to establ- 
ish radio contact with the aircraft 
on both military and civilian 
frequencies. r 

The investigation has been 
conducted mostly aboard the 
Vincennes and the Navy's Gulf- 
based flagship, the Coronado. 

One American, who visited the 
Vincennes last week, said the 
atmosphere on the ship was sub- 
dued. He said “nobody talks 
about" the Airbus incident, at 
least when outsiders are aboard. 

The other two ships that were 
in the area at the time, the frigate 
Elmer Montgomery and the mis- 


sile frigate John H. Sides, were in 
port here for the first few days of 
the investigation and then retur- 
ned to duty. 

Both ships are said to have 
evidence indicating the jetliner 
was at about 12,000 feet (3,657 
metres) and possibly climbing, 
rather than descending from 
9,000 (2,743 feet) to 7,800 feet 
(2,560 metres) as Vincennes per- 
sonnel claim. 

The bodies of three United 
Arab Emirates citizens killed in 
the shooting down of the Airbus 
have been flown to Dubai, air- 
port officials said.

The bodies of Badreya A1 
Shada, 25, Fatima Amin, 46, and 
her 1 1 -year-old daughter 
Sameen were brought to Dubai 
last night from Tehran where 14 
other UAE victims have been 
buried, they said. 

Meanwhile, Libya called on 
UN to ensure the withdrawal of 
American warships from the 
Gulf, the official Libyan news 
agency JANA said. 

JANA, monitored in Beirut, 
said the Foreign Ministry made 
the call' in a letter to UN 
Secretary General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar.- - - 

It quoted the letter as saying:. 
"In view of- 
devel opum en ls rLiby afabp es th e 
Security Council will take up its 
responsibilities towards preserv- 
ing peace and stability in the 
Arao Gulf . . . and take all 
measures to withdraw the 
American fleets.” 

The letter said Washington’s 
military intervention in the area 
“made it a side in the conflict 
there."

He said India supports the 
UN initiative and international 
peace conference to end the war. 

Bomb 

Tiwari. who accompanied 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi to 
Jordan was in Kuwait on his way 
back to New Delhi 


Tiwari said India is capable of 
making nuclear bombs but 
doesn't intend to do so becauseof 
its limited resources. 

Tiwari accused Pakistan of 
stockpiling nuclear weapons. He 
blamed the US for giving billions 
of dollars in military aid to Pakis- 
tan, “while nuclear weapons has 
become an obsession across the 
border." 

Problems 

Hesaid: “Pakistan’s action is a 
“direct challenge to our survival 
and warned our response will be 
firm." 

On terrorism in Punjab he 
said: “People from across the 
border cross into Punjab and 
commit mayhem.'' External for- 
ces are trying to divide us. Our 
patience is being tried. We do not 
seek to dominate. We want 
peace.” 

He said Kuwait is a friendly

He praised overseas Indians 
for their contribution to the 
econcmy and image of India.

Navigational scheme gets go-ahead 


KUWAIT and Saudi Arabia will 
soon begin erecting advanced 
navigational beacons in a Japan- 
ese-funded scheme to help ships 
pick their way through dan- 
gerous Gulf waters. 

The Japanese Foreign Minis- 
try announced earlier this week 
that Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
had agreed to join the project, 
Tokyo’s contribution to inter- 
national efforts to safeguard 
Gulf shipping from attacks by 
warring Iran and Iraq. 

Japan imports most of its oil 
from the Gulf and is the top trad- 
ing partner of nearly ever state 
along its western coast 

When the United States and 
Europe sent dozens of warships 
to the region last year, Japan 
came under pressure to help. 
Last October it offered to finance 
a SlO-million, British-designed 
precise navigation system. 

Shipping sources said a team 
from the British radar systems 


firm Racal had arrived in Kuwait 
and begun scouting sites for the 
beacons, which emit signals to let 
warships and merchant vessels 
pinpoint their position with 
greater accuracy. 

“TbeyT know exactly where 
they are at any given time,” one 
source said. 

The system will be especially 
useful in helping ships stay clear 
of known mines. Systems now 
used in the Gulf have a margin of 
error as high as half a mile, the 
source said. 

The sources said the solar- 
powered beacons, some 35 
metres (I T5 feet) high and topped 
with red warning lights, would 
also help minehunters from the 
United States and five West 
European nations operate more 
effidentiy by identifying exactly 
where they had swept. 

“You will be able to define 
mine-free corridors with pin- 
point precision,” one source 


added. 

Japan said it had decided to 
allocate 52 -2 million for beacons 
in Kuwait and S2.9 milli on for 
those in Saudi Arabia. 

It is negotiating with other 
members of the GCC about tak- 
ing part to ensure complete 
coverage of the 550-mile (880- 
km) waterway. 

A shipping source said at least 
three bacons would be con- 
structed on Kuwaiti shores. Any 
ship, at least in the western part 
of the Gulf, would be able to use 
the system provided it Ttad 
proper receiving equipment.

Call to establish an 

insecticides laboratory ^ 


AN expert at the Public Auth- 
ority for Agriculture and Fish ; 
Wealth underscored the impor- 
tance of establishing a central 
laboratory for insecticides in 
Kuwait due to the rapid develop- 
ment of agriculture in the coun- 
try. 

Speaking at a lecture organ- 
ised by the authority last week. 
Dr Fuad Saad said that the lab is 
vital in finding out the side- 
effects of insecticides. 

Kuwait, he said imported 
about 350,000 tons of vegetables 
and fruits every year. These items 
were sometimes contaminated 
with insecticides, he added . 

Increase ■ 

Kuwait utilises about 50 tons 
of insecticides annually in the 
agricultural sector which are 
used on an area of 40,000 don- 
ums. This quantity of insec- 
ticides is expected to increase to 
250 tons with the increase of the 
agricultural area by another 150 
donums, Saad said. 

Insects damage agricultural 
products and inhibit their 
growth and insecticides are vital 
to their production and are also 
proven to increase production by 
as much as 50 per cent, he said. 

However, the official warned 
against indiscriminate use of 
insecticides which could cause 
untold damage to humans and 
crops. 


Hecited the incident where the 

USA bad sent free insecticides 
called Taxofine to E©rpt which 
killed thousands of animals after 
this insecticide was used in the 
late 1960s: He disclosed that this 
insecticide is not used in the 

USA. . . 

Saad advised people to ascer- 
tain the kinds of insecticides they 
buy or use, to verify if they are 
suitable to the local environment 
or not and if they are licensed for 
use in the country of origin. 

He warned against storing 
insecticides in housing areas and 
near animal farms and selling 
them at supermarkets and co- 
operative societies. 

Greenhouse 

A lecture on protected green- 
houses in Kuwait was organised 
by the authority last week. 

Discussions centred on air con- 
ditioning requirements and 
intensity of sunlight in the green- 
house. The lecture stressed that 
airconditioning should be at 
least 85 per cent efficienL 

A1 Wafra and Abdaii farms are 
equipped with vertical aircon- 
ditioning systems manufactured 
from materials that tend to lose 
many of their characteristics due 
to high temperature. 

Farmers are advised to use 
plastic materials which help in 
reducing temperatures. 


Replacing non-Kuwaitis to 
take more than 10 years 


THE deputy director-genera] of 
the Public Authority for Applied 
Education and Training, 
Humoud A1 Mudhaf, disclosed 
that replacement of non- 
Kuwaitis with national man- 
power in the public sector will 
not be achieved during the next 
10 years due to the large propor- 
tion of non-Kuwaiti manpower 
. presently in the country. 

Assistance 

The official said the authority 
offers every assistance to 
Kuwaiti youths to qualify them 
for occupying a number of major 
posts and had facilitated the 
graduation of a large number of 
Kuwaitis to meet some of the 
ministries' needs for national 
manpower.

faculties and centres and is doing 
its best to Kuwaiti se its teaching 
staff. 

Need 

Further, he said, the authority 
will send 55 members of the tea- 
ching staff to foreign universities 
to obtain their bachelors and 
master's degrees. 

Since the establishment of the 
authority, 122 persons have 
obtained their doctorates and 
1 33 the master's degrees through 
the assistance of the authority, he 
said.

Kampuchean leader’s resignation 


Sihanouk puzzles 
friends and foes

BANGKOK. (UPI): Kampu- 
chean resistance leader Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk has once 
again confounded his enemies 
and confused his friends. 

Just when all seemed set for. 
Sihanouk to lead his coalition 
into long awaited informal peace 
talks with Vietnam and its 
Phnom Penh client regime, the 
Prince abruptly resigned Mon- 
day as president of tiie three- 
party resistance coalition and 
retreated to Paris. 

The resignation stunned and 
puzzled diplomats, including 
Secretary of Slate George Shultz, 
who only days earlier gave Sihan- 
ouk full backing as the key figure 
in a political settlement to the 
nine-year-old Kampuchean con- 
flict. 

When Sihanouk left Bangkok 
the reasons for his resignation 
were murky but by the time he 
arrived in Paris Tuesday morn- 
ing. the target was clearly the 
Khmer Rouge, who are blamed 
for the deaths of one to two 
million Kampucheans during 
their 1975-79 rule and are osten- 
sibly his partners in the resistance 
coalition. 

“The Khmer Rouge, instead 
of attacking the Vietnamese who 
are leaving amain parts in Kam- 
puchea, are turning against the 
(Sihanouk loyalists), and they 
are beginning to liquidate Sihan- 
oukism." the prince told repor- 
ters. 


The inscrutable Sihanouk, 
who seems to have more political 
lives than the proverbial cat, was 
a strong US ally in the 1960s and 
turned bis cheek to US bombing 
during the Vietnam. war. tie was 
ousted in a US-supported coup 
in 1970 but with the Khmer 
Rouge victory in 1975, he retur- 
ned to a short-lived triumph in 
Phnom Penh before being shun- 
ted aside. After years of exile in 
China. Sihanouk has once again 
been embraced by Washington 
as its key io a Kampuchean set- 
tlement. 

It wtmld be hard to find an 
analysL who expects that Sihan- 
ouk's resignation — not his first 
— will be his last word in the 
mysterious world of Kampu- 
chean politics. 


The resignation gives Sihan- 
ouk more room to manoeuvre as 
efforts to settle the conflict reach 
a critical phase. 

it reinforces his demand for 
even stronger safeguards against 
the return of the Khmer Rouge, 
who remain the most powerful 
military faction in the resistance. 

Retreat 

His retreat to France, instead 
of his regular places of exile in 
Beijing or North Korea, hints at 
dissatisfaction with China, 
which has recently started to dis- 
tance itself from its Khmer 
Rouge clients. 

Sihanouk clearly would Li ke an 
even stronger Chinese commit- 
ment to cutting supplies and 
backing for the Khmer Rouge to 
prevent them regaining power. 
His personal return to the coali- 
tion would be a useful bargaining 
chip for such purposes. 

He would also like better 
weapon sand supplies for his own 
military forces. 

Despite his carefully cul- 
tivated image as the “mercurial 
prince," Sihanouk's seemingly 
emotional actions have often 
won him tactical advantage in a 
game in which he has only his 
popularity and guile to employ 
against the superior military 
force of his opponents. 

He carefully ensured that his 
group would stay in the coalition 
and he quickly nominated his 
son. Prince Ranariddh, to 
represent the group at informal 
peace talks set for July 25 outside 
Jakarta, Indonesia. 

Sihanouk said he would not 
take part in the talks himself, but 
might just happen to visit Jakarta 
at the time to pay his respects to 
Indonesia's President Suharto. 

. . This would enable Sihanouk 
to keep a dose watch on the talks 
without lending his personal 
prestige to them and allow him to 
influence them without risking 
blame if (hey fail. 

No Kampuchean solution can 
be reached without special con- 
sideration for Sihanouk, who is 
recognised as the only figure who 
can hold the country together 
following a political settlement. 

The prince's latest manoeuvre 
has only re-emphasized his 
importance as the master of a 
game that will decide the fate of 
his battered nation. 


Airbus fiasco has 
implications for SDI

WASHINGTON. ( Reuter): The 
US Navy's downing of an Iran- 
ian Airbus has spotlighted what 
some experts say is a pervasive 
US military problem — heavy 
reliance on fallible computers to 
warn of attacks and tell friend 
from foe. 

It is a problem, they say. that 
afflicts not only warships like the 
high-tech cruiser Vincennes — 
whose captain said he hit the Air- 
bus thinking it was a warplane — 
but America's vital nuclear early 
warning system as well. 

Defence scientists say com- 
puter weaknesses are also likely 
to hamstring the “Star Wars” 
anti-missile programme and a 
proposed “deep strike" system 
that could in theory stop Soviet 
tanks with robot-guided non- 
nuclear munitions. 

“In the fog of war. these sys- 
tems come unglued," said a Pen- 
tagon arms expert. 

Many private defence analysts 
share this view, but most Defence 
Department officials are much 
more enthusiastic about high- 
tech systems. Navy officials 
stand squarely behind Lhe Vin- 
cennes’ costly computerised 
Aegis combat system. 

Blasted 

On July 3. Vincennes, mistak- 
ing the Airbus for a much smaller 
Iranian F-14. blasted it with two 
missiles. All 290 people on board 
died. Washington has promised 
compensation. 

The Navy is probing the 
incident, investigating evidence 
that the Airbus had emitted a 
military' identification signal, 
confusing Vincennes. Also at 
issueare reports from (wo nearby 
US warships that the plane was 
flying a steady course, not des- 
cending as if to attack as Vincen- 
nes claimed. . P ... 

Aegis, named after the infalli- 
ble shield earned by the Greek 
God Zeus, had been the pnde of 
the Navy’s surface fleet. 


Some Pentagon officials have 
told reporters they suspect an 
Aegis computer flaw was behind 
the Airbus tragedy. 

Congressman Denny Smith, a 
military expert and ex-fighter 
pilot, said Aegis had failed in the 
past. In 1986, for instance, the 
Pentagon withdrew a claim that 
the Aegis cruiser Yorktown had 
sunk a Libyan attack boat with a 
long-range missile. Computer 
data evidently had been garbled. 

Flawed 

In recent tests. Aegis radar 
proved “flawed every time," 
confounding ship computers. 
Smith told reporters. 

Others are questioning a key 
premise behind US combat sys- 
tems from Aegis to “Star Wars” 
— that battles can best be waged 
by pooling attack data in central 
computer centres. 

With Aegis, data from radar, 
radio, and other surveillance 
pour into a ship’s computer 
processing station, which also 
controls missile tracking and 
aiming. 

That basic pattern also 
governs the US nuclear early 
warning system: satellites would 
detect an attack within seconds 
of missile launch, instantly relay- 
ing data on the scope of strike to 
computerised command centres 
in America. The president would 
then order a response. 

Dispatch 

The theory behind “Star 
Wars," officially called the 
Strategic Defence Initiative, is 
similar if more computer-depen- 
dent: sensors would track 
thousands of attacking missiles 
and feed the data to computers, 
which would tell space-and 
ground-based laser weapons to 
destroy the missiles. 

In the “deep strike” scheme, 
sensors would pour information 
on locations of enemy tanks into 
a computer that would dispatch 
heat-seeking conventional mis- 
siles to attack them.

Mandela gaining stature during years in jail

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa, (AP): Rock ‘n* Roll stare 
perfonn in his honour. Archbi- 
shop Desmond Tutu calls him 
” my leader.” Publishing his pic- 
ture is illegal in South Africa, but 
even toddlers chant his name. 

Nelson Mandela, who turns 70 
on Monday (July 1 8), is probably 
the world’s most influential 
prisoner. Although jailed since 
1962, he is the most admired 
leader among South African 
blacks, seen by many as the 
embodiment of their quest for 
political freedom. 

Foe 

His birthday, celebrated by 
protest marches and rock con- 
certs overseas, has reminded the 
government of the legions of peo- 
ple worldwide who want him 
released. Blacks spanning South 
Africa's ideological spectrum, as 
well as many whites, say no 
political breakthrough can occur 
while Mandela is behindjbars. 

“Nothing the South African 
government can do will gain 
credibility while it treats Dr 
Mandela as a dangerous 
enemy,” said Zulu leader Man- 
gosuthu Buthelezi in a recent 


speech. “Black South Africa will 
not rest until he is free.” 

Buthelezi is a bitter foe of the 
African National Congress, the 
outlawed guerrilla movement 
which Mandela led from under- 
ground prior to his imprison- 
ment. But Buthelezi, like other 
blacks who oppose the ANC’s 
strategy of violence, sets Man- 
dela apart and discusses him with 
deep respect. 

President P.W. Botha's gover- 
nment has toyed with the idea of 
freeing Mandela, and several 
times in recent years there were 
flurries of speculation that his 
release was imminent. One such 
period came last November 
when authorities freed Govan 
Mbeki. one of seven ANC 
leaders sentenced along with 
Mandela to life prison terms in 
1964 for plotting a sabotage cam- 
paign aimed at overthrowing 
white-minority rule. 

The speculation was swiftly 
dampened when police imposed 
severe restrictions on Mbeki. 
Since then, government officials 
have indicated Mandela's release 
is unlikely unless he publicly ren- 
ounces violence — a condition he 
rejects unless the ANC is unban- 
ned and apartheid is dismantled. 

Aubrey Mokoena. an activist 
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Nelson Mandela 


closely associated with the Man- 
dela family, said Mandela “has 
grown in stature and charisma” 
during his imprisonment. 

“He towers over the broad 
apparatus of apartheid," Mok- 
oena said last week. “The Botha 
regime is completely dwarfed." 

When convicted for sabotage, 
Mandela already had served two 
years in prison, having received a 
five-year sentence in 1962 for 
incitement and leaving the coun- 
try illegally. 

Mandela spent the first 18 
years of his life sentence on Rob- 
ben Island in Cape Town’s Table 
Bay. He was transferred in 1982

NEW YORK, (Reuter): Michael 
Dukakis is so boring and George 
Bush so “wimpish” that they risk 
falling off the drawing boards of 
some of America’s leading 
political cartoonists, the artists 
say. 

The cartoonists were speaking 
to Reuters just days before the 
Democrats formally name Duk- 
akis their presidential candidate 
on Monday and weeks before the 
Republicans crown Vice 
President Bush to lead them in 
the Nov 8 election. 

The artists say that Ronald 
Reagan is still an easy target for 
their humour. 

“Dukakis is so controlled and 
he plays his cards so dose to his 
chest that he's hard to get a fix on 
for voters, not to mention car- 
toonists,” says Doug Marlette, 
the 1988 Pulitzer prize winner for 
cartooning. 

“He’s so dull that cartoonists 
tend tq caricature that dullness. I 
jusrdid ■one' cnr sheep counting 
Dukakises.

“Bush is less of a control freak. 
I (once) had him fighting his own 
shadow. He lends himself to the 
wimp factor said Marlette. 
who draws for the Atlanta Con- 
stitution.

Mandela's wife, Winnie, has 
asked that the birthday be 
observed “as a day of peace, in 
line with the peaceful struggle we 
have always tried to maintain." 

She has not commented publi- 
cly about the recent senes of 
bombings of civilian targets in 
South Africa — attacks which 


police officials blame on the 
ANC. 

Dr Nthato Motiana, an anti- 
apartheid activist from Soweto 
and an ANC member before it 
was outlawed in i960, said Man- 
dela sought to avoid civilian 
casualties. f 

■He resorted to a strategy ol 
sabotage in J961 “because all 
other avenues were exhausted, 
Motlanasaid.“Heistheone man 
who, assuming he is willing, 
could lead us out of this mess. 

Buthelezi also views Mandela . 
as a potential peacemaker, as 
perhaps the only person capable 
of ending a bloody power strug- 
gle in Natal province between 
militant ANC supporters and 
more conservative blacks who 
follow Buthelezi.

“1 believe he (Mandela) would 
come out of jail to thump

Some South Africans believe 
Mandela causes more trouble for 
the government in jail than he 
would if freed. Some warn of a 
violent black backlash if he dies 
in prison.

India produces assembly-line graduates

BOSTON: Education in India 
hasn't changed much since the 
days of the British Raj. Primary 
school children still repeat the 
day's memorised lesson, and 
near the end of the school year, 
students frantically cram 
prepared answers for their final 
examinations. 

Many Indians complain that 
their school curriculum is the 
legacy of the British colonial 
days — an anachronistic and 
entrenched mode of instruction 
that produces assembly-line 
graduates who are seldom taught 
to question and think creatively. 

Gloria de Souza, a former 
schoolteacher in Bombay, hopes 
to radically overhaul the way 
children are taught in India 
through a system of learning 
called Environmental Studies 
(EVS). 

Remedies 

In recent interview with the 
Monitor, Ms de Souza said she 
wants children to get away from 
the rigid textbook-based 
syllabuses teeming with 
everyday examples of European 
life; away from dictated class 
notes mechanical memorisation 
serves as a “crutch for non-com- 
prehension.” 

So far, de Souza is making 


some headway. In Bombay, 
which has one of the world's lar- 
gest school systems, consisting of 
700,000 pupils, city officials are 
adopting her EVS approach. 
And in 1 986, the Indian govern- 
ment mandated her method as 
the standard of instruction in all 
schools Grades 1 through 3. 

EVS is distinctly Indian-orien- 
ted. and it emphasises problem- 
solving by introducing students 
to their natural and man-made 
environments, de Souza says. It 
remedies the current “dehuman- 
ising system of learning" that 
produces “mindless rote-lear- 
ners.” 

De Souza questions the 
relevance of the traditional 
Indian school curriculum to 
Indian children. She says the 
accent should be Indian-centred 
and away from its Western bias. 
She was especially dismayed 
when she asked older students 
what they planned to do after 
leaving high school — and 90 per 
cent said they set their sights on 
going abroad and not returning. 

“What really struck me was 
Ahat I was part of a system that 
did not offer students sufficient 
information about their own 
country," she says. “That India, 
despite its problems, has such a 
proud heritage. If we expect 
tilings to change, then the answer 
is not to escape from them or to 


have a defeatist attitude." 

In 1982. de Souza set up the 
Parisar Asha Environmental 
Education Centre in Bombay. 
Parisar Asha is from the Sanskrit 
derivatives for “hope" and 
“environment," The centre, ass- 
isted by UNICEF and several 
foundations, has served to help 
spread her philosophy of learn- 
ing. 

Learners 

She says EVS is based on the 
principle that “all students, if 
given the chance, are natural 
learners when made aware of 
their political, social, cultural 
and physical surroundings. 
Through this interaction, you 
grow by discovering your values 
and attitudes." 

In EVS during the monsoon 
season, for example, third-grade 
children experiment with water 
and its forms — solid, liquid, and 
vapour. Frequent drought in 
India makes water an important 
subject. So the class is 
encouraged to draw conclusions 
dealing with the water cycle — 
condensation and evaporation. 
Children are also exposed to 
Indian plant and animal life 
spawned by the rains. 

Schoolchildren in Bombay 
learn history on field trips or with 
audiovisual lessons. They view 
ancient temples, forts, and mon- 


uments, comparing the architec- 
ture with bin] dings nearby. De 
Souza cites an example of 
students taken to the gigantic 
Gateway of India arch in Bom- 
bay, the site where in 191 1 the 
viceroy of India received King 
George VI and Queen Mary. 
Students observed the patterns 
on the arch signifying Hindu and 
Mogul influences. “This way his- 
tory comes alive to them," she 
says. She has also designed, les- 
sons specific for tribal and rural 
children, most of whom are first- 
generation learners. 

“Many children were being 
taught about robins, blue birds, 
and willow trees, which they 
never saw in India," says 
Michael Northrop, executive 
director of the Washington- 
based Ashoka Foundation, 
which has helped fund her 
project. ‘‘They learn about 
Trevor and Rover and London 
Bridge and not about their own 
country, but some distant land 
where they all want to go and not 
return. 

Northrop says the foundation 
supports de Souza because her 
methods — given the Indian 
orientation of her approach — 
could serve as a catalyst for social 
change in the country.

Arab states reducing their dependence on US

MANAMA. (UPI): Arab states 
in the Gulf are reducing their 
dependence on the United States 
by looking elsewhere to buy 
arms, but because of the need for 
US support they have been reluc- 
tant to criticize Washington over 
jast week’s downing of an Iran- 
ian airliner. 

Concerned that any US with- 
drawal from the volatile Gulf 
could leave them exposed to 
Iran’s military superiority, the 
oil-rich states have tip- toed 
around the issue of US cul- 
pability in the death of the 290 
persons aboard Iran Air flight 
655 that was hit by a missile fired 
by a US cruiser. Instead, they 
have blamed the tragedy on 
Iran’s refusal loend the almost 8- 
y ear-old war with Iraq. 


But that same feeling of vul- 
nerability to Iran has led them to 
shop outside. the United Slates 
for weapons in the face of bans 
on sales imposed by the US Con- 
gress because of perceived 
- threats to Israel's security. 

Deal 

Weekend announcements that 
Saudi Arabia would buy Tor- 
nado fighter-bombers valued at 
SI 2 billion from Britain and that 
Kuwait had signed an arms deal 
with the Soviet Union for uns- 
pecified weapons were the latest 
evidence of uie trend away from 
the United Slates which has 
dominated the GuIF arms 
market. 

The Gulf Arabs had troubles 
with Iran even under the rule of 
the Shah, but their concern over 
their powerful neighbour multi- 
plied sharply with the advent of 


Iran's Islamic revolution. 

Both Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait “believe the US military 
presence in the Gulf is a key fac- 
tor in keqping the Iranians at 
bay.” a Western diplomat said. 

Kuwait, which considers itself 
the most vulnerable of the Gulf 
states because of its position on 
the edge of the warfront, last 
summer placed 1 1 of its reflagged 
tankers under US Navy escort 

Reflagged 

It also reflagged two ofits tan- 
kers with the Soviet ensign in a 
little-publicized move, although 
the Soviet Navy does not protect 
the ships travelling through the 
Gulf like the US Navy does. 

Kuwait has not hesitated to 
play one superpower against the 
other in what it sees as a deadly 
survival game. Three years ago, it 
purchased S325 million of Soviet 


Sam-7 anti-aircraft missiles and 
other anns after Co ogress reacted 
a request for Stinger missiles. 

The Arabs realise that they 
cannot rely on the United States 
to contain the Iranian threat 
forever. 

The downing of the Iranian 
airliner aroused fears Washing- 
ton may re-examine its policy in 
the Gulf and pull out, so the Gulf 
states want to strengthen their 
arsenal of sophisticated weapons 
to make up for a lack of man- 
power. 

Kuwait has earmarked S 5.5 
billion for weapon purchases 
over the next decade but said a 
Senate vote to exclude the sale of 
Maverick air-to-ground missiles 
from a SI. 9 billion agreement 
involving the sale of 40 advanced 
F-18 fighter jets to Kuwait may 
place the whole deal in jeopardy.

Now her concerts — she 
intends to keep performing for 
as long as she can before the 
.? birth — are about making 

I music rather than headlines. 

The baby has also put an end, 
once and for all, to the doubts 
that existed about her sex- 
uality. 

Speculation began in 
American minds after they saw 
the band’s video for its first hit ' 
single, Love is a Stranger, in 
1982. The promotional film 
featured Annie’s wig scene in 
which she showed hex carrot- 
: 4 coloured crew, cut, and was 
* swiftly banned. 

But the controversy didn't 
stop the Eurythmics, a musical 
partnership formed with her 
former lover Dave Stewart, 
from conquering America, 
along with most of the other 
countries in the world, when 
the group released its next sin- . 
gle. Sweet Dreams. 

The song signalled the begin- 
ning of a series of successful 
records, including Right By 
Your Side and Sexcrime, which 
shows no sign of coming to an 
end. 
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Will motherhood tame Lennox?

Hated 

Arniie Lennox was bom in 
Aberdeen, Scotland, on Christ- 
mas Day 32 years ago. She was 
the only daughter of a working 
class family who didn't want 
their child to end upgutlingfish 
in the local dockyard. She was 
sent to an all-girls school and 
was bright enough to enrol at 
London’s Royal Academy of 
Music to study piano and flute. 


“1 was seventeen when 1 
came to London.” she recalls. 1 
wanted to be in a music ensem- 
ble or an orchestra because I 
was a fairly good flautist. After 
a bit, I haled it Everyone was 
competing with each other and 
there was so much jealousy, ft 
was possibly the biggest disap- 
pointment of my life. 

“I worked so hard to fit in, to 
understand the tutors and my 
colleagues, but they were so sti- 
fling, so rigid, so uninspiring. 
And I found that classical 
music, despite it’s emotion, 
which I loved, was so inflexible. 

“I had to break away. I left 
college after two years and 
moved into a fiat with this guy 
who had a stereo — I'd never 
had a record player or any 
records at home." 

Annie's next three years were 
spent in London, living in a 
variety of bedsits, doing odd 
jobs, running a second-hand 
clothes stall, waitressing, dab- 
bling with small bands and 
writing songs. Then, one-night 
in 1977, two musicians walked 
into the restaurant where she 


was se riving at tables. 

Annie says: “They were Feet 
Coombes and Dave Stewart. 
The first words Stave said to me 
were. 'Will you marry me?’ I 
thought he was a nutcase! 

"We went home and played 
and sang together. It was one of 
those rare nights of pure magic. 
We knew we bad to work 
together. I knew Dave was 
someone special — he'd been 
married and divorced and was 
taking a lot cf strange drugs — 
but from that night on we were 
inseparable.” 

Debt 

Soon after that fateful meet- 
ing, the trio got together and 
formed the band. The Tourists. 
The outfit went on to enjoy 
reasonable success — notably 
with a hit single, I Only Wanna 
Be With You. But in late 1980, 
up to their necks in record com- 
pany hassles. Die Tourists fin- 
ally split. 

Returning from Australia to 
London more than £15,000 In 
debt, Annie and Dave resolved 
to work together on a new 
project, but not before they had

sorted out some proper ideas. 

A year later, Eurythmics sig- 
ned a record deal and left for 
Germany to record their debut 
album. In The Garden. The LP 
met with mixed reaction and 
the pressures on Annie and 
Dave to go on tour and 
promote it m turn led to pres- 
sures in their personal relation- 
ship. 

Dave became seriously ill 
and had an operation to repair 
a collapsed lung, while Annie 
suffered a nervous breakdown. 

Annie says: “It was a terrible 
time. We decided that though 
we were no longer lovers, the 
musical partnership should 
continue. I was having panic 
attacks and for months I coul- 
dn't go outside. The thought of 
shopping or going on the train 
brought on the anxiety. 1 went 
back to Aberdeen for a while to 
think tftingsover and relax. 

“Being without Dave was 
very strange — but being with 
him was even stranger. We’d 
been together every day for 
four years and had become so 
close the margins between us 
had become blurred. It was 
frightening — we both needed a 
break from each other.” 

Then, in 1982, she received a 
phone call from London. 
“Dave was really exited about 
some of the new songs he had,'* 
Annie says. “He played some 
down the phone and I knew 
we'd found our new direction." 

The resulting album was 
Sweet Dreams (Are Made Of 

This) and it saw Euryth nics 

turn the corner from despair to 
stardom. 

Now the band's popularity 
has reached such a peak in 
America that one of its songs is 
the theme tune to a big-budget 
soap opera. Film offers have 
been pouring in. a horse race 
has been named after them — 
and Annie was offered S3 
million to endorse Vidal Sas- 
soon's hair care range. 

She turned it down on the 
ground Lhat she didn't want to 
be “some kind of consumer 
product". 

Yet with Dave Stewart now 
happily married to former pop 
star Siobhan Fahey of Banan- 
arama and Annie pregnant, 
some people are asking if 
Eurythmics are in danger of 
changing musical direction. 

Annie vows that they won’t. 
But as she has already shown us 
— changejs what she's best at. 
Whether it be pop star, enter- 
tainer, gender-bender or 
mother. . .

Strange as it might seem, finesses 
are not an easy subject for a bridge 
writer. A few days ago, we discussed 
a hand where the winning line was 
to avoid having to take a finesse. 
Today, the road to Eldorado lies in 
taking a finesse in a suit where you 
have no loser! 

North-South' were using transfer 
bids in response to no trump open- 
ings. Thus, North’s two diamond 
response showed a heart suit, and 
his two spade rebid confirmed 


game-going values and suggested 
interest in slam. Since South held a 
maximum no trump with filling 
cards in spades, be cue-bid his club 
ace, and North needed no further 
urging to go for slam. 

Wisely, West decided that he did 
not want to lead from' any of his 
honors! so he chose a trump lead. 
That dissuaded declarer from even 
thinking about a finesse in the suit, 
and he was delighted to find the 
queen of trumps dropping on the’ 
second round. 

It might seem that declarer could 
now afford to take finesses in both 
spades and clubs for his slam. If 
either were to succeed, a 75 percent 
chance, 12 tricks were there for the 
asking. However, declarer found a 
sure-trick line. At trick three he led 
a low diamond from dummy, in- 
tending simply to cover any card 
that East produced. 

When East followed low, declarer 
inserted his eight. West won the 
trick cheaply enough with the 10, 
but he was well and truly endplayed. 
Whichever suit he returned would 
give declarer an extra trick in that 
suit: a diamond would allow three 
discards from dummy; a heart or a 
club would resolve declarer’s prob- 
lem in the suit led, and he would get 
sufficient discards from dummy on 
the ace-king of diamonds to take 
care of the other losers in the side 
suits.

FRANKFURT AIRPORT is 
a hypermarket with German 
subtitles; a vast mercantile 
crossroads which houses its 
very own supermarket; its very 
own McDonald's; a handful of 
delicatessens; three cinemas; a 
place to buy tourists' Leder- 
hosen, traditional Alpine 
embroidered shirts, and other 
variations on a Hei di-style war- 
drobe; a speciality emporium 
trading in wiretaps ana other 
surveillance devices; and — - 
perhaps the airport's best, 
known establishment — Dr 
Muller's sex shop. 

It is, in short, a shopping mall, 
showpiece and. as such, an, 
embodiment of many of the 
standard preconceptions which 
exist about the Bundesrepublik 

Deutschland today — a nation 
which is supposedly as antisep- 
tic and heavily deodorised as 
this ultra-modern airport; 
which has embraced the high- 
tech with a vengeance; which 
revels in its triumphant con- 
sumerism; and which is 
rumoured to be devoid of pas- 
sion. 

And. indeed, this stereotype 
of clinical efficiency is reinfor- 
ced by your first encounter with 
the Autobahn — that express- 
way without speed limits which 
operates according to the rules 
of social Darwinism, and has its 
very own automotive hierar- 
chy. 

For here, the offspring of 
Mercedes-Benz and Bavarian 
Motor Works consider them- 
selves to be the lords of a realm 
which believes in the Divine 
Right of 2,000cc engines. And if 
you — as a mere vassal in your 
l.OOOcc vehicle — do not defer 
to their thunderous horsep- 
ower, you will quickly find 
yourself being threatened from 
the rear. Because, on the 
Autobahn, it is not the 
exhilaration of flying low at 
125mph which motivates all 
those account executives in 
their saloon cars to pul their 
foot to the floor. Rather, they 
seem to be asserting their mas- 
tery over a potentially lethal 
state-of-the-art machine, and 
therefore drive like highly disci- 
plined technocrats who have 
suddenly become imbued with 
toxic energy. 

Pastoral 

But there is a Germany far 
removed from such high- 
octane machismo; a Germany 
beyond the Autobahn and the 
microchip, which — at first 
sight — appears to be bound up 
in another era. On-closer ins- 
pection, you discover this is a 
realm where the past isn't a 
foreign country, but is part of 
the famili ar present. Ana so, to 
travel this strip of the landscape 
is to encounter a pastoral vision 
of Germany that is very much 
part of society today. 

It is called die Romantische 
Strasse — the Romantic Road; 
a 350km strip of tarmacadam 
(made up of an interconnecting 
series of secondary and tertiary 
thoroughfares; that weaves its 
way through the fatty midriff of 
Franconia and Bavaria before 
hitting a dead-end on the 
Alpine border with Austria. En 
route, the road connects a 
remarkable series of mediaeval 
towns and cities which may 
have that “preserved in formal- 
dehyde” look of authenticity, 
but which are definitely not 
museums. Indeed, though this 
collection of walled settlements 
and castellated hamlets is the 
last remnant of the Germany in 
myth, it would be wrong to clas- 
sify the Romantic Road as 
some sort of Teutonic theme 
park. 

Rather, what is most intrigu- 
ing about this collection of pre- 
Renaissance lorry stops is that 
they remain working commun- 
ities which — behind their 
ornamental facades — have 
been updated to meet the 
demands of late 20th century 
life. And therefore — even 
though the very name “roman-

tic road” was only invented in 
the early 1950s as a marketing 
ploy to bring visitors back 
through this region — the 
ersatz and the historically syn- 
thetic has little place here. Ins- 
tead, a journey along this route 
gives one a quirky insight into 
the manifold complexities of 
contemporary Germany 
against a backcloth of its 
Gothic past. As I discovered 
when I set off recently to drive 
the full-length of this mediaeval 
cavalcade. 

As I veered off the main 
Frankfurt-N urn berg Autoba- 
hn at the exit marked Wurz- 
burg — the city which marks 
the beginning of die Romantis- 
che Strasse— I hit the scanning 
button on the car radio in my 
rented Volkswagen Jetta, and a 
performance of Schubert's 
Winterreise was suddenly 
replaced by a voice which 
belonged to the deepest fath- 
oms of the American South; 

“Howdy, y'all. this is 
American Country Count- 
down Radio, and we gotta 
request here for a Merle Hag- 
gard tune from a woman in 
Butte, Montana." 

Buffer 

I had happened upon the 
Armed Forces Radio network; 
that “tower of power in 
Bavaria” (as one of their DJs 
called it) which keeps all 
American servicemen 

stationed in Germany in touch 
with Amerikanische Kultur, 
and reminds the rest of the 
populace that their nation is the 
West's first buffer zone against 
the forces of the Eastern bloc. 

It was, in a way, an 
appropriate aural accompan- 
iment to my entrance into Wur- 
zburg, because it pointed up 
present-day Central European 
realities in the context of a city 
which was all but levelled in 
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1945. and now stands — in its 
rebuilt incarnation — as an 
exquisite lament for the zenith 
of both mediaeval Christianity 
and high German baroque. 

Escape 

For in 689 AD, three Irish 
missionaries — Kilian, 
Kolonat and Totnan — drop- 
ped into town, and used the city 
as their mission control centre 
for the spread of Christianity in 
Franconia. And though they 
were later martyred for their 
pains, they nonetheless man- 
aged to establish Wurzburg as 
the area's major ecclesiastical 
metropolis — a fact reflected in 
the city's spiritual skyline of 
cathedral spires and church 
towers, best viewed from one of 
the more darling footbridges 
in Europe, the Alte Main- 
breuke. along which Wurz- 
burg's patron saints have been 
posted as stone sentries, 
impervious to the architectural 
changes brought upon the city

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by war, let alone nearby posters 
for a Michael Jackson concert 

But though Wurzburg may 
be visually balanced between 
the apostolic Middle Ages, the 
extravagances of beau monde 
baroque (as characterised by 
the city’s major landmark, the 
Residenz — a German Versai- 
lles completed in 1744 for the 
ruling Schoenbora family, and 
a palace which gives new mean- 
ing to the term “nouveau 
riche”), and facsimile versions 
of those buildings flattened in 
*45, the city refreshingly resists 
all attempts at preciousness. Its 
annual Mozart festival is 
advertised alongside billboards 
for “American Superstars of 
Wrestling.” and though posses- 
sing its own opera house and 
chamber orchestra (not to men- 
tion a major university) ii seems 
more at home with the paro- 
chial pleasures of the Wein- 
stube — those shadowy, can- 
dlelit wine-cellars (of which the 
cavernous Burgerspital is the 
most renowned) where all 
strata of Wurzburg society 
meet or Unger over incessant 
bottles of the regional Frank- 
enwein, and find momentary 
escape from the rigorous prag-' 
matism of Germany today. 

And this sense of distancing 
oneself from the Bun- 
des republics heavily industrial 
personality was reinforced 
once 1 hit the road out ofWurz- 
burg, and found myself travers- 
ing a vast open plateau, as flat 
as vacant’ as a prairie in- 
. Nowhere. ^U.^A — ,a visual 
tableau imore worthy, of Okla- ' 
homa than Franconia, though 
it is doubtful whether such 
absurdly verdant land exists in 
dustbowl America, let alone 
whether you can turn off a 
minor highway in Oklahoma 
and find yourself in a mediaeval 
town winch also (according to 
local touristic propaganda) 
happens to be “a place for fenc- 
ing enthusiasts.” 

But Tauberbischofsheim, 
besides being the first sig- 
nificant detour on the way 
south, is also a prototype for 
many of the hamlets that line 
this route — gingerbread 
architecture, a handful of 
Gothic churches, a small place 
which once housed the local 
despot, and the usual cobbled 
streets. Only here as well — 
tucked away behind the 
chocolate box prettiness — one 
can also find the local Judo 
Abteilusg, not to mention an 
Armeeshop, outside of which 
members of what appeared to 
be the Tauberbischofsheim 
branch ofHelTs Angels loitered 
with intent, sizing up a window 
display of some of the most 
malevolent looking flick 
knives. 

I pushed off, heading due 
south through the Tauber 
valley, past the spa town of Bad 
Mergentheim and the vin- 
eyards surrounding the village 
of Rottingen. But then, the 
road began progressively to 


narrow and steepen, leading me 
across an elevated plain that 
was brilliantly lit by a late after- 
noon sun which threw a malt- 
whisky tint on this expanse of 
intensely arable land. As scenic 
vistas go, it was pure over-the- 
top visual romanticism — 
especially since, on a hilltop in 
the distance, awash in this 
amber light, was the roost mag- 
isterial of all the Romantic 
Road communities, Ro then- 
burg ob der Tauber, 

Narcissistic 

Indeed, from a distance, 
Rothenburg appears to be the 
proverbial “city on a hill” — 
aloof and narcissistic and 
essentially infatuated with its 
own aesthetic perfection. And 
perhaps it has every right to be 
so inclined, as it remains one of 
the most intact examples of 
mediaeval town planning left in 
Europe. Its walls are the 
original ramparts against 
which the town staved off the 
outside world in the Middle 
Ages; its central Markplatz is a 
small triumph of Gothic 
theatricality; it possesses an 
absurdly exquisite hillside park 
which commands a cinemas- 
cope prospect of the entire 
sweep of the Tauber valley; its 
backstreets yield up heavily 
atmospheric Weinstuben 
which literally ooze Gemuth- 
chkeit — in short Rothenburg 
could have been invented by a 
mediaeval Laura Ashley, for it 
celebrates rustic good taste in 
extremis. 

And yet the town’s super- 
bly-composed facade almost 
disappeared in contemporary 
times, as nearly half of Rothen- 
burg was razed during an Allied 
bombing raid in 1945, and the 
jigsaw complexity of the 
original cityscape had to be 
p ainstakin gly reassembled in 
the years following the war. 
using the original town plans. 

More remarkably, despite 
being the ultimate picture post- 
card, the town has steadfastly 
remained a living city, with 
more than 8,000 citizens resid- 
ing behind its walls. And this 
has meant that, within its small 
historic confines, a super- 
market. a cinema, a handful of 
Italian gelati joints, and even to 
fast food restaurants have all 
been carefully integrated into

the original architectural fabric 
of theci ty without disturbing it 
Which makes R'othenburg one 

of the few places in the whole of 

the world where the local varia- 
tion of a cheeseburger is served 
in an emporium which advert- 
ises itself with a hand-painted 
sign in Gothic teltering- 

Of course, this determina- 
tion to integrate 2Uth century 
convenience culture with a 1 4th 
century townscape is an obses- 
sional (and frequently quirky) 
feature of many of the towns 
along the Romantic Road. 

in Dinkelsbuhl — a some- 
what larger version of Rothen- 
burg some 60km due south (a 
stretch of the route which 
brings one along a slalom 
course of scenic variations, in 
which archetypally lush rolling 
hills vie with eerily anorexic 
woodlands for domination of 
the landscape) — an entire 
school of ingenious domestic 
architecture has been 
developed around the art of 
grafting uncharacteristically 
Gothic garages onto character- 
istically Gothic houses. 

Whereas further down the 
road in Norlingen which is 
another walled city, albeit one 
which was designed in a cir- 
cular Custer’s- Last-Stand con- 
figuration a barn-like expanse 
of tudoresque buildings are 
now the headquarters for the 
local Feuerwehrgeratehaus (or 
what we in the Anglophone 
world tersely refer to as “fire- 
house”). 

Staid 

Even in Augsburg — that 
supposedly staid burgher of a 
city — the main boulevard, 
Maximilianstrasse, casts off its 
merchant banker demeanour 
at night and becomes designer 
stubble territory, as a string of 
beau monde nightspots caters 
to the young and upwardly 
mobile and the hyper-style con- 
scious. In fact, Augsburg (the 
only metropolis, outside of 
Wurzburg, on the Romantic 
Road) is one of the best kept 
urban secrets in Germany, pos- 
sessing a low-key, yet distinc- 
tive grandeur, an Italianate 
temperament (which manifests 
itself in being very much a city 
where “the street” is an ongo- 
ing piece of theatre in which all 
must participate), as well as the 
somewhat curious distinction 
of being twinned with Inver- 
ness. 

And yet, as I pressed further 
south on the final stretch of the 
journey — and found myself 
being yanked slowly up intoithe' 
Bavarian Alps it began; Jo 
: Strik6rhe that; aTtnbu^h fqreq£ 
ners ■ and Germaiis 1 ’ alike 
travelled the Romantic Road in 
search of a mythic Germany, 
present-day concerns always 
seemed somehow to intervene. . 

It was a point that was 
brought home to me when, on 
the final day of my journey. I 
loitered in the small Alpine 
village of Hohcnschwangau, 
above which loomed King 
Ludwig's mad Disneyland 
vision of a castle — Neusch- 
wanstdn. And in an attempt to 
sidestep the’ company of dou- 
ble-knit Americans and trigger- 
happy, Nikon-wielding Japan- 
ese, I dedded to avoid the castle 
and instead opted for an exten- 
ded two-hour walk around the 
Alpsee — an oversized reflect- 
ing pool of a lake which perfec- 
tly mirrors the melodramatic 
excesses of the surrounding 
peaks. 

En route, I passed a couple of 
middle-aged, successfully 
paunchy German businessmen 
who were perched on a bluff 
overlooking that dazzling 
Alpine pond, and having a 
most rigorous discussion about 
the merits and advantages of 
the new aerodynamic Mer- 
cedes. 

A few hours later, I passed 
through the town ofFussen and 
crossed the border into Aus- 
tria. The romance of the road 
was over.

Equestrian bliss

LEXINGTON, Ky: For a mere 
55.95, a lover of horses can 
spend an entire day in heaven. 
That’s the price of the admis- 
sion to the Kentucky Horse 
Park, in the countryside out- 
side Lexington, where one can 
rub noses with many of the aris- 
tocrats of the horse kingdom. 

Of course, it's a joy just driv- 
ing the back roads in this lush 
green land where undulating 
white or black plank fences 
outline the pastures and 
surround the hilltop buildings 
of Kentucky’s blue grass horse 
domains. Here, too, mares and 
their foals crop and romp in 
their own paddocks, and the 
stallions reign, each in bis own. 
Double fences put right feet of 
space between the stallions' 
paddocks to keep the high- 
strung creatures apart. 

And at intervals there are the 
long, tree-lined drives leading 
to the old Kentucky homes of 
form owners. 

But we are not invited in. 
Until a few years ago, even at 
farms where stallions worth 
millions of dollars were stabled, 
visitors were welcome. Sadly, 
so many guests abased the 
privileges — leaving gates 
open, feeding the animals, scat- 
tering-trash — that the inner 
workings of these private 
estates are no longer on vierw. 

“And that,” says Mimi 
Lewis, Kentucky's commis- 
sioner of tourism, “is thereason 
for the Horse Park. Here there 
is all you could see at the horse 
farms, everything you ever 
wanted to know about horses, 
rolled into one complex of sta- 
-fcktfand paddocks- and tracks.” 

.-Nofto mention exhibit halls- 
"where, at iherstarf of Hus' total 
horse-embracing day,, you can 
watch the lovely wide-screen 
film ‘Thou Shalt Fly Without 
Wings” and be carried away 
into every comer of the world 
where horses work and play. 
The- film covers everything 
from the galloping of wild mus- 
tangson the prairie to the bruis- 
ing melee of the polo field, to 
the ballet of the Lipizzaxts, to 
the ploughing of a New Hamp- 
shire field. 

Museum 

After which, put it all in pers- 
pective with a walk on a spiral- 
ing ramp past murals depicting 
the history of the horse, going 
back to prehistoric times. Or, 
just around the comer, burst 
dramatically into the golden 
age of the horse where, against 
a black background, spotlights 
play on such picturesque vehi- 
cles as a stagecoach pulled by 
two sturdy teams or a wicker 
pony cart, and on the victorias 
and broughams and basket 
phaetons that carried the gen- 
try of the 19th century to tea 
parties and balls. 

Ai though 32 breeds of horses 
are stabled at the Horse Park 
and can be seen on parade or in 
their stalls, a serious student of 
this noble animal should be 
sure to look up the Ugh ted por- 
traits of 63 breeds, also in the 
Museum of the Horse-Exhibit 


Hall. While there, if you want 
to know the facts about a par- 
ticular breed, you need only 
press a button and it all comes 
up on a computer screen. 

After viewing the dazzling 
array of silver and gold trophies 
— bowls, statuettes, platters, 
and cups — won by the eight 
Kentucky Derby winners and 
the 100 or more Stakes winners 
raised at Calumet Farm, it’s 
time to leave this indoor. 
Epcot-iike centre of horsedom 
and get out into the tiving, hor- 
seflesh world of stables and 
fields. „ , 

Twenty-eight miles ot white 
board fences divide the farm’s 
prime bluegrass into the exer- 
cise paddocks and grazing 
fields. At any given time one 
ran see gatherings of the park's 
200 horses. 

Polo fields, where matches 
are held every Sunday after- 
noon; steeplechase tracks; and 
“eventing” fields, scene of an 
international three-day event 
attracting top riders to Ken- 
tucky every spring — all these 
are framed in that classic white. 
The fences even surround the 
14 farm buildings of what was 
the Walnut Hall Stud Farm, 
which now. as the core of the 
Hoise Park, belongs to the 
state. 

Fann 

The park is a working farm. 
You can stop by the blacksmith 
shop and watch the farrier, 
backed up against the shoul- 
ders of a Belgian draft horse, 
pounding nails into the huge 
shoe into the hoof he- hold so 
tightly between his knees. This 
he does every six weeks to each 

• 'hortddtrtBe farm. ~ ’ • 

• - In the old-time harness shop I 
D^xt-dodr,’ 'the hafrftfssmaker, 

’ ^thfe'v&ttrfooks'bti^drks 
the leather for a bridle that will 
adorn a white Arabian, or per- 
haps a Morgan, in one of the 
daily parade of breeds put on 
for tiie curious public. 

But better than the parades, 
or the shops — better even than 
the view from a five-passenger 
surrey, of the labyrinth of fen- 
ces and the gorgeous creatures 
contained therein — is the Hall 
of Champions. This is the bam 
in which Kentucky's bluest 
bluebloods are so munificently 
lodged, befitting their elevated 
status. Here, in the panelled 
and spacious box stalls where 
the proud stallions of the Wal- 
nut Hall Stud Farm were once 
housed, A Letter to Harry, 
John Henry, Forego, Ram- 
bling Willie, and other equine 
greats that are no longer 
productivbe loll knee-deep in 
mint-condition straw. 

And in the panelled “lobby” 
of this equine hostelry, visitors 
can stand in the open Dutch 
doorways leading to the stalls 
and have a good old heart-to- 
heart with Forego, for instance, 
about his sensational finish in 
the Marlboro Cup race of '76, 
and with Rambling Willie, once 
king of the standard-bred 
pacers. That's about as close as 
you can get to royalty.

HANOI. Vietnam. (Reuter); 
The rhythmic creaking of 
pedals on a bicycle rickshaw, 
shouts of street vendors and a 
constant murmur of voices 
from the crowded pavements 
give Vietnam's capital city of 
1.5 million people the feel of a 
village': 

On an evening ride in a cyclo 
(trishaw), the passing tableau 
of Hanoi is litby the glow ofdim 
street lights, single bulbs dan- 
gling in glassless ground-floor 
windows and flickering *oil. 
lamps illuminating cigarette 
stalls- 

Sometimes, a flattering or 
wheedling remark in broken 
English wafts over the passen- 
ger’s head in the disembodied 
voice of the cyclo driver — 
‘England number one,’ or 
‘Change money? 

Hanoi was first named 
capital of Vietnam in the year 
K&f under the Ly dynasty, 
when it was known as Thang 
Long — city of the soaring 

dragon. .. . . 

Now, a combination oi 
crumbling French colonial 
elegance and Asian jumble, it 


Asian jumble and French sophistication 


has retained its shape and spirit, 
its face of green shutters and 
leafy balconies. 

Even the B-52 bombers sent 
in by the US Air Force during 
the Vietnam war did little per- 
manent damage and only a few 
signs of their attacks remain 
round the boulevards and ram- 
shackle merchants’ quarter. 

a - Poverty 
• Communist Vietnam’s 
poverty has been Hanoi’s 
saviour. 

Other cities in South-East 
Asia, such as Bangkok, Hong 
Kong and Singapore, have 
been overwhelmed by concrete 
and glass towers and six-lane 
car-choked streets, their 
traditional flavour largely lost 
in the 20th century pell-melf 
rush to develop. 

Not so Hanoi. There are no 
private cars and the few traffic 
lights put up to control the 
rush-hour streams of bicycles 
seem permanently on amber. 

Built on scattered lakes 
insi de a curve of the Red River, 
the city lost its status as royal 
capital to Hue in central Viet- 


nam through much of the 
1800s. But Hanoi's people sayit 
always kept the mantle of 
national cultural centre. 

“Traditional customs can be 
weakened but not destroyed,” 
said To Hoai, editor of the 
Hanoi weekly Nguoi Hanoi 
(Hanoi resident). 

“Nowhere in ihe country are 
the tailors better. Our way of 
speaking Vietnamese is more 
correct than anywhere else. 
We've had the stamp of the 
capital for i.000 years.” 

Recovering 

Afterdecades of struggle and 
war. Lhe city is showing signs of 
recovering some gaiety after its 
dourest phase under dogmatic 
communist rule, with Western 
pop music issuing from packed 
ice cream parlours and cafes. 

But it is still essentially aus- 
tere and formal. 

“If you go out, you dress 
properly. Under the French 
you never went out without a 
hat and a lie,” said Hoai, a 
small, balding man in his 60s 
whose eyes light up when he 
talks of his native city. 


Hanoi has inree distinct 
areas, and a fourth — a series of 
apartment blocks that -already 
look dilapidated within years of 
opening — is slowly emerging 
on the outskirts. 

The most historic feature is 
the Royal Citadel, a walled 
complex now housing a 
military camp. Little of it 
remains. 

Guides proudly point out a 
dent where acannon ball hilbut 
failed to penetrate the wail, 
which is cemented by a unique 
recipe of sand, sugarcane 
molasses and paper made of 
bambo. 

The living heart of Hanoi is 
the haphazard honeycomb area 
of the 36 streets which grew up 
in the early centuries as rows of 
wood and bamboo huts, each 
street devoted to a craft. 

The streets, closed off by a 
gate, were occupied by artisans’ 
guilds. The gates have gone but 
the names, and the crafts, 
survive. Tin is still hammered in 
Tin Street, mats are still made 
and sold in Mat Street and jute 
sacks sit in piles on Jute Bag 


Street. 

The old town is bursting at 
the seams. A relaxation on 
travel and growign food shor- 
tages in the countryside have 
drawn thousands to Hanoi, 
many to live with families in the 
teeming, insanitary shops and 
two or three-storey bouses. 

“Our priority is water. We 
can supply only about half the 
city’s needs for dean water and 
we need to invest about 300 
million dollars for full supply.” 
said Truong Tung, deputy 
chairman of the Hanoi People's 
Committee which runs the city. 

Shanties 

Trees are everywhere — 
tropical almonds, cedars and 
flame trees — providing shade 
from Hanoi’s burning summer 
sun. lining the alleys of the old 
quarter and. to the south, the 
boulevards of villas built after 
the French occupation in the 
lata 1800s. 

Most of the green-shuttered 
mansi ons on the gridiron of 
avenues around Tran Hung 
and Hang Bay Streets, once 
home for a single family each. 


now house at least 10, which 
amounts to 40 or 50 people. 
Shanties have sprung up in 
once-tended gardens. 

Almost nothing is done to 
maintain the villas, except those 
used as state offices or foreign 
embassies. With the city’s cof- 
fers bare, there is almost no new 
construction. 

A bulky Soviet-built cultural 
centre, a mausoleum for the 
Father of National Commun- 
ism, Ho Chi Minh, in the style 
of Lenin's tomb in Moscow, 
and the headquarters of the 
state bank are among the few 
new oublic buildings. 

Efforts by some architects 
and cultural figures to stop new 
building round the central 
Hoan Kicm Lake are crum- 
bling — the People’s Commit- 
tee that runs the city and the 
Communist Party paper Nhan 
Dan are both putting up new 
modern office blocks. 

However, some conserva- 
tion schemes are slowly taking 
off. Plaques are being attached 
to buildings designated as his- 
toric, like the centuries-old 
White Horse Pagoda and dike 
newly-renovated Jade Hill 
Pagoda x>n an island in Hoan 
Kiem Lake.

Moderate 

The Labour Department, 
meanwhile, reported that US 
wholesale prices rose a moderate 
0.4 per cent in June afteraO.5 per 
cent increase in May. 

The increase was. well within 
the expectations of .financial 
analysts who had 'predicted the 
producer price index would rise 
by about 0.5 per cent in die 
month. Higher food prices were 
offset by declines in energy costs, 
the department said. 

Although the trade deficit was 
roughly in line with expectations. 


the shortfall for April was revised 
up by about $400 milli on from 
the preliminary estimateof 59. 89 


billion. 


Shareholders of 
Gucci reach 
board compromise 

ROME, July 1 5, (Reuter): Share- 
holders in Gucdo Gucci struck a 
compromise over demands for a 
bigger boardroom say by : an 
Arab-based investment bank 
which now owns almost half the 
Italian fashion house, a spokes- 
man said today. 

Shareholders who met in 
Florence late yesterday agreed to 
enlarge the board from eight to 
10 seals. 

Paul Dimitruk. a represen- 
tative of Investcorp, a Bahrain- 
based investment hank which 
has built a stake of 47.8 per cent 
in the company, got one new seat. 

Vittorio Ponti, a represen- 
tative of Custodians fora frozen, 
stake of 50 per cent which is held 
by former chairman Maurizio 
Gucci, got the other. 

Investcorp and the Custodians 
now have five board places each. 
But Maurizio Gucci cannot vote 
this stake pending the outcome 
of a legal tussle over his interest in 
the firm. 1 .

Today's deal does not settle 
Gucci's future management. 
Sources close to the firm said the

UK annual 
inflation 
rate rises 

LONDON, July 15, (AP): 
Britain's annual consumer infla- 
tion rate rose to 4.6 per cent in 
June from 4 3 per cent in the 
previous month, the government 
reported today. 

The Department of 
Employment said its retail price 
index rose 0.4 per cent in June 
from May, after a similar 
increase in the previous month. 

Market forecasts had called 
for an rise of 43 per cent 

to 4.6 per cent and a month- to- 
month rise of between 0.1 per 
cent to 0.4 per cent. 

The Department of 
Employment attributed the 
monthly rise to higher prices for 
motor vehicles, non-seasonal 
foods, gasoline and clothing. 

The index, which uses a Jan- 
uary 1987 basis of 100, stood at 
106.6 in June, up from 1063 in 
May, and 102 in June 1987. . 


In the first five months of the 
year, the trade ^deficit totalled 
558. 6 billion. At that rate, it 
would reach $140 billion for the 
whole year, down considerably 
■from the 1987 record of $1713 
biffion. '

Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man Alan Greenspan said on 
Wednesday that further gains in 
exports should continue to 
provide- a . major stimulus to 
economic growth this year and 
next,' reflecting the lagged effects 
of . me decline in the dollar in 
1987, which made US goods 
cheaper abroad. 

, Butj appearing before the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee, the US’ 
.central bank, chairman also war- ’ 
ned that. month-Lo-month 
improvements in the trade deficit 
would be erratic. ... 

■As long as the trade deficit 
forced the United States to 
borrow huge sums from abroad 
every year, interest rates could 
rise and the dollar could fall at 


any moment if foreign investors 
became nervous about 
. accumulating more US debt, 
Greenspan warned. 

The better-than-expected US 
trade figures in April, released a 
month ago, gave a major boost to 
tbedoliar, propelling itto a nine- 
month high against the West 
German mark by this week of 
around 1.85 marks. 

Immediately following 
today's figures, the dollar finned 
further, to around 1 .86 marks. 

Variations 

Before statistical adjustment 
to iron out seasonal variations in 
imports and exports, the May 
trade deficit widened to $10.70 
.bilHon from $10.19 billion in 
■ April, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said. 

On a seasonally adjusted baas, 
US exports in May increased 23 
-per cent to $26.62 billion, but 
imports rose more strongly, by 
- 3.4 per cent to $37.55 billion. 

Virtually all the deterioration 
in the trade balance was accoun- 


ted for by a 17.7 per cent rise in 
the nation's oil bill to $3.94 
billion from $335 billion in 
April. 

Oil prices, however, have since 
fallen to the lowest levels in 
almost two years, which should 
reduce the bill in months to 
come. 

The surplus in farm trade, 
which has yet to reflect the 
impact of the drought in the 
grain-producing states, fell to 
$1.15 billion in May from $1.17 
billion in ApriL 

The deficit in manufacturing 
trade rose to $10.99 billion in 
MayfromSlO.91 billion in April. 

Once again, exports of man- 
ufactured goods rose, especially 
aircraft, electrical machinery and 
communications equipment, but 


million in April as Taiwan, which 
had channelled some of its mas- 
sive reserves into gold, reduced 
its purchases. 


Imports of clothing, footwear, 
iron and steel mill products, air- 
craft. electrical and industrial 
machinery and sporting goods 
all rose In M&y. the government 
said.

Big US banks raise prime lending rate 


NEW YORK, July 1 5, (AP): Big 
US banks raised their prime len- 
ding rate yesterday to the highest 
.level in more than two years, a 
half-percentage point rise to 93 
per cent that signalled more 
expensive louts for consumers 
and businesses. •. 

It was the second boost in the 
key lending rate this year and 
reflected the banks' own costs of 
borrowing money, which has 
been rising steadily over the past 
few months. 

Watched 

The prime is watched closely 
because bankers use it as a basis 
for calculating loans to busines- 
ses and for determining many 
types of fixed and adjustable-rate 
consumer loans, including 

Ehase Manhattan B ank in 
New York was the first to 
announce the rate increase and 
was quickly followed by other 
big banks, including Citibank, 
First National Bank of Chicago, 
Bank of New York and. Man- 
ufacturers' Hanover. 1

- Reaction in tbe financial 
markets was muted, partly 
because a rise had been widely 
expected. On Wall Street, the 
Dow Jones average of 30 indus- 
trials was off less than a point to 
the 2,104 level by late morning. 

In the bond market, a sensitive 
barometer of the economy and 


interest . . rate trends, the 
Treasury's key 30-year bond was 
down slightly in price, raising its 
yield to 9.18 per cent from 9.17 
per cent late Wednesday. 

The hike in the prime lending 
rate is not the start of another 
upward spiral in interest rates, 
many econo mis ts maintain ed. 

They predicted rates will hold 
at current levels probably until 
after the November election, but 
they conceded that this forecast 
is contingent on a slowdown in 
overall economic growth. 

If this expected slowdown 
does not occur and inflationary 
pressures remain high, then their 
interest rate forecasts will be 
proven wrong, analysts said. 

Big banks raised their prime 
lending rate. It was the second 
boost this year and put the key 
borrowing rate at its highest level 
since March 1986. 

The increase followed by one 
day stern warnings from Federal 
Reserve Chairman Alan Greens- 
pan that the central bank stood 
'reatfy to ’tighten credrFfrveii fiir- 
Sthef^ifripflat^OQ show? signs of 
; worsening. 

' “ S6me economists said Greens- 
pan's tough talk put financial 
markets on notice that file cen- 
tral bank will be pushing interest 
rates higher in the weeks ahead. 

But other analysts read Green- 
span’s comments as a signal that 
while the Fed did lighten credit 
conditions significantly from 
late March to late June, the tight- 
ening process is over for the time 
being. 


For one thin g, Greenspan 
appeared to downplay prospects 
that the central bank soon would 
hike its discount rate, which has 
been at 6 per cent since last Sep- 
tember. 

An increase in the discount 
rate, the interest the Fed charges 
to mak e loans to financial ins- 
titutions, is the most dramatic 
. signal the central bank can send 
of its intentions to tighten credit. 

In the first five months of the 
year, retail prices increased at an 
annual rate of 4.4 per cent, the 
same as during the first five mon- 
ths of 1987, but inflation 
appeared to be slightly stronger 
in the last few months than 
earlier this year. 

Greenspan made it clear that 
he believed unemployment, 
which dropped to a 14-year low 
of 53 per cent in June, cannot go 
much lower without risking 
accelerating wage demands and 
higher inflation. But he indicated 
that he expected both the unem- 
ployment rate and current high 
factory operating rates will begin 
levelling off in tbe months ahead. 

Analysts said these two 
indicators of economic strength, 
along with the various 
measuremens of inflation, will be 
the key ones to watch to deter- 
mine future interest rate moves. 

“Greenspan's testimony 
indicates that the central bank 
expects the economy to soften 
and inflation to settledown in the 
second half of the year," said 
Alien Sinai, chief economist of 
the Boston Co. “if that forecast 


comes true, then there will be no 
need for the Fed to tighten fur- 
ther.” 

David Jones, an economist 
with Aubrey G. Lanston and 
Co., said the latest increase in the 
prime rate was in response to the 
Fed tightening that already has 
occurred. 

Greenspan indicated that dur- 
ing the past three months the Fed 
has pushed up a key short-term 
interest rate, the federal funds 
rate, by a full percentage point. 

The federal funds rate is the 
interest banks charge each other 
for overnight loans and it is 
influenced heavily by Fed 
decisions on bank reserves. 

“The hike in the prime rate is 
not tbe start of something new. It 
is simply a reflection ofthe earlier 
tightening steps," Jones said. “I 
think we will see interest rates 
remain stable at these levels for 
the next few months." 

Justified 

David Wyss, chief financial 
economist of Data Resources 
ihc., predicted a period of steady 
interest rates between now and 
the November election, saying 
that neither the Fed nor major 
banks want to risk getting 
embroiled in the presidential 
campaign by making further 
tightening moves. 

Wyss said that based on banks’ 
cost of funds, an increase of0.25 
percentage points in the prime 
rate yesterday would have been 
more justified than the one-half 
percentage point increase that 
did occur. 


US wholesale prices rose by 03 
per cent in June after a 03 per 
cent May rise. 

So far this year, wholesale 
prices have risen at a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 3.6 per 
cent, compared with a 23 per 
cent increase for all of 1987, the 
Labour Department said. 

' Consumer food prices in June 
rose 1.1 per cent after a 0.9 per 
cent increase in May and were 1 .7 
per cent above their year-ago 
level, the department said. 

Finished energy goods prices 
fell 1 .6 per cent in June after a 0.2 
per cent May rise and were 2.7 
per cent below a year earlier, the 
department said. 

Petrol prices 

Natural gas prices, which fell 
3.8 per cent in May, fell 1.0 per 

cent in June and were 43 per cent 
below a year ago. 

Petrol prices fell 2.4 per cent in 
June after a 3.8 percent May rise. 

Crude oil prices fell 1.6 per 
cent in June after a 5.1 per cent 
May rise, the department said. 


Sri Lanka pushes 
India into 
second place 
in tea exports 

NEW DELHI, July 15, 
(KUNA): Sri Lanka has emer- 
ged as a major tea exporter to 
Iraq and Iran, pushing India to 
the second position. 

The island nation has offered 
attractive export packages to the 
warring nations for increasing its 
tea exports. 

India Tea Board in its report 
“future strategy” said Iraq’s tea 
imports have gone upto 44 
million kilos in 1987 from 27 
million kilos in 1976. Among the 
exporting countries Sri Lanka 
now tops the list accounting for 
65 per cent of import. India's 
exports to the Arab nations are 
around ten milli on kilos, but they 
slipped to two million kilos, last 
year, when on account of price 
factor, Iraq could not buy the 
desired quantity from India. 

Iran imports 30 million kilos 
of tea annually though it also 
produces 24 million bios. The 
imported tea is blended with the 
local tea in a prescribed ratio 
before being made available to 
the consumers. Before the 
revolution imports of tea in Iran 
was in private hands. 

After 1979 import of tea was 
solely handled by the govern- 
ment agencies. 

In Iran although India is in a 
strong position but Sri Lanka is 
emerging as a major competitor. 
The Iran-Sri Lankan agreement 
stipulates supply of 15 million 
kilos of tea. per annum. 


Japan unhappy us House approves trade reform bills 
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TOKYO, July 15, (Reuter): 
Japan said yesterday it was very 
unhappy with a revised trade 
reform biH passed by the US 
House of Representatives and 
called on the Reagan administra- 
tion to ensure it never becomes 
law. . 

The bill, passed by the House 
on Wednesday, is designed to 
force open foreign markets seen 
as unfairly blocking US exports 
and calls for retaliation against 
countries and companies found 
to be engaged in illegal trade 
practices. 

Opposed 

Reagan vetoed the bill in May 
mid the White House said it also 
opposed the latest version as 
being an intrusion into business. 
Political analysts say there is a 
chance thenewbill could pass the 
Senate and override a presiden- 
tial veto. 


“I hope that the Reagan 
administration will decisively 
figfat against protectionism and 
prevent the enactment of the 
bill,” Foreign Minister Sosuke 
Uno said in a statement. 

He said it was regrettable that 
the trade Nil contained measures 
to retaliate against countries 
considered to be resorting to 
unfair trade practices, as well as 
against Japan’s Toshiba Cor- 
poration, a subsidiary of which 
sold sensitive equipment to the 
Soviet Union. 

Expressed 

The Ministry oflntemational 
Trade and Industry (MITT) also 
expressed strong dissatisfaction 
with the sweeping trade reform 
ML 

“The ministry regrets that the 
trade bill was approved without 
revisions in the problematic 
clauses," it said in a statement. 


WASHINGTON. July 15, 
OJPI): In what one lawmaker 
described as the final act of a 
tedious drama, the House of 
Representatives defied President 
Reagan’s veto threats and 
approved separate plant closing 
and trade reform bills by over- 
whelming margins. 

Representatives first passed 
the plant closing measure 286- 
136, more than, the two-thirds 
majority needed to override an 
anticipated veto, and then rallied 
376-45 on Wednesday for the 
sweeping trade reform legisla- 
tion. 

Recommend 

Aboard Air Force One yester- 
day, White House spokesman 
Mari in Fitzwater told reporters 
the president’s “senior advisers 
recommend a veto and it (the 
plant dosing bill) was a major 
reason why he vetoed the 
(original) trade bill.” 


Fitzwater said tbe administra- 
tion is “for the creation of jobs 
(but) we believe this bill stymies 
job creation.” While the concept 
is supported at the White House, 
be said, it ought to be in labour 
contracts, not in the law books. 
Fitzwater denied that a veto 
would be politically damaging to 
vice President George Bush's bid 
for the presidency. 

Ways and Means Committee 
chairman Dan Rostenkowski. 
Democrat-Illisois, described the 
reform bill as “a powerful signal 
that this country will be a forceful 
but fair leader in the search for 
open and expanded world 
trade.”

• The figure was down from the 
previous year's $1,114 billion, 
but marked the fourth con- 
secutive year that its earnings 
were in the billion dollar range. 

Disbursed 

The IBRD is the major source 
of aid loans to a group of 71 
better-off Third World coun- 
tries. It disbursed a record $11 .6 
billion in the year at rates of an 
annual 7.59 per cent. 

The loans are long-term ones 
with grace periods and terms 
much easier than commercial 
banks would grant. Some of the 
borrowing countries are not con- 
sidered creditworthy by conf 
modal banks. 

The World Bank is owned by 
151 countries, with the United 
States holding the largest block 
of shares. 

Another section of the bank. 


the International Development 
Association, loaned $33 billion 
to the poorest countries at less 
than one percent annual interest. 
This money comes from con- 
tributions and is handled 
separately. 

The IBRD borrowed $10.8 
billion at an average cost of 6.7 
per cent a year. It got back $15 
billion from payments on loans 
made earlier. $3.4 billion more 
than it paid out. 

Got back 

In the year that ended in June 
1987, the Bank got back only 
$200 million it disbursed. 

• Some of the repayments and 
interest came from countries that 
have been “graduated” from its 
system, including Japan, because 
they have become too wealthy to 
qualify. Unlike commercial 
banks, the World Bank is pleased 
when it loses a borrower, taking 
that as an evidence of success. 

Critics of the bank say it 
should be lending out more than 
it gels back at a time when Third 
World countries are short of new 


money for investment in projects 
that could raise their living stan- 
dards. Eight member countries 
are in arrears on $2.9 billion 
worth of loans. 

Turned over 

Loans of SI4.8 billion were 
approved during the 12 months. 
Although nearly three-quarters 
of the money still will go for the 
traditional projects of the bank 
— such as schools, clinics, roads, 
harbours — there wasa rise to 26 
per cent in the proportion of 
“policy-based” lending. 

Such loans are turned over 
directly to the borrowing govern- 
ments in return for promises 
to change basic policies. The 
governments usp the money for 
many purposes, including the 
buying of foreign goods and 
payments of interest on loans 
from commercial banks. 

During the year an increase of 
the bank's capital was approved 
that will bring the total to $171 .4 
billion. The bank expects this 
increase to enable it to raise its 
lending to over $20 billion a year 
by tbe early 1990s.

Japan eases visa 
restrictions on

TOKYO, July 1 5, ( AP): Japan in 
August will begin approving 
multiple re-entry permits for 
Tokyo-based Soviet trade 
officials in an effort to boost 
business ties with the Soviet 
Union, the Foreign Ministry 
today. 

“The decision has been taken 
in order to further promote busi- 
ness relations between the two 
countries,” the ministry said in a 
statement. 

Soviet officers staffing the 
office of the Soviet trade 
representative in Japan will be 
eligible for the new re-entry per- 
mits. to replace single entry visa, 
effective Aug 1. the statement 
said. 

The Japanese government 
move follows a decision by the 
Soviet Union in May to issue 
multiple re-entry visas to foreign 
company employees based in 
that country. 

Ministry officials said the 
Soviet Trade Representative 
Vladimir Pavlovich and his two 
deputies have already been gran- 
ted multiple re-entry visas, 


Nigeria says official OPEC 
price no longer tenable 

LAGOS, July 15, (Reuter); A senior Nigerian ofl executive said 
die official selling price set by OPEC for crude oil, was no longer 
tenable because of oversupply. “There is do thing called official 
selling price today,” Michael Olonmfemi, deputy managing 
director at the Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation 
(NNPQ said on national television on Wednesday. Olonmfemi, 
NNPC’s top economist added: “official selling price today is only 
a target price.” Under tbe price structure set by tbe Qrganisatin 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries, Nigeria's Bonny fight was set 
at $1 8.92 a barrel but oil industry somxes said that target had not 
been achieved at any time this year. “If yon are selling at official 
selling price today, they won't lift a drop of your oil,” Oforunfemi 
said. Spot market prices are currently about S5 below the OPEC 
target. Olonmfemi said: “Unless supply can be managed one 
can't see the possibility of oO prices going upwards.” Nigerian oil 
officials said the problem had been worsened by UAE increased 
output to 13 million barrels per day (bpd), nearly doable its 
OPEC-assigned quota of 948,000 bpd. OPEC said this week that 
its powerful secretary general Subroto would deliver a message to 
UAE President Sheikh Zayed bin Saltan A! Nafaynn on tbe 
current oil market situation. It said OPEC's price committee, 
which can call emergency ministerial talks, would meet after 
Subroto's UAE visit. 

Soviet Union purchases 
more grain from America 

WASHINGTON, July 15, (UPQ: The Soviet Union purchased 
an additional 150,000 metric tons of US com, tbe Agriculture 
Department announced on Wednesday, the third large-scale corn 
purchase by Moscow this week. Exporters this week bare repor- 
ted sales to tbe Soviets totalling 675,000 tons of US corn. There 
are 39.4 bushels per metric too. Tbe latest sale involves corn 
initially sold for delivery to unknown destinations. Exporters told 
tiie government the destination had been changed to the Soviet 
Union. On Tuesday, exporters reported the sale of 350,000 tons 
of corn to tbe Soviets and on Monday tbey announced a change in 
destination for 175,000 metric tons of corn. That also had been 
listed at Gist as going to an unknown destination. The new sales 
mean the Soviets have purchased 5.04 milfion tons of corn in the 
final year of the five-year US-Soviet grain agreement, which 
expires on Sept 30. The Kremlin also has purchased 9 million tons 
of wheat, 13 million tons of soybean meal and 830,700 tons of 
soybeans. 

Zambia rejects IMF, World 
Bank requests on devaluation 

LUSAKA, July 15, (Renter): Zambia has rejected requests by the 
International Monetary Fond (IMF) and tbe World Bank to 
devalue its currency, reduce tbe badge! deficit and remove food 
subsidies, a government newspaper reported yesterday. The 
Daily Mail quoted Finance Minister Gibson Chigaga as saying 
tbe two institutions had asked for these measures to be taken 
before tbey would consider providing fresh financial assistance to 
Zambia, which adopted its own economic programme after 
abandoning IMF reforms in May, 1987. “But we have said no. 
We do not want to disrupt the new programme, which is showing 
positive signs of economic recovery,” Chigaga said m an interview 
with the paper. The Mail did not say when the IMF and World 
Bank made the requests but they have held several rands of talks 
with tbe government in the last 1 2 months in a bid to heal tbe rift. 
Zambia has described the IMF prescriptions as too tough. 
Chigaga said that besides a devaluation, the World Bank and 
IMF wanted an immediate cut in the budget deficit by four per 
cent gross domestic product and the removal of subsidies on maize 
meal, tbe staple food. He said tbe government would continue to 
bold talks with the two financial institutions bqt he urged them to 
back Zambia's own recovery programme instead of pressing the 
government to change it President Kenneth Kaunda said in June 
that Zambia would approach tbe 1 MF and World Bank shortly to 
discuss tbe possibility of a new agreement. But Chigaga's 
remarks indicated an accord wasa long way off. Tbe programme 
includes tight curbs on the exchange rate, prices and interest rates 
and a ceiling on debt servicing. Zambia's foreign debt is estimated 
at more than $5 billion. 

British Aerospace agrees terms 
for Rover group takeover 

LONDON, July 15, (Reuter): British Aerospace PLC (BAE) 
has agreed terms for the £150 mlffion (S254 million) takeover of 
the state-run Rover Group PLC motor company. Trade and 
Industry Minister Lord Young said yesterday. Lord Young's 
announcement in parliament ended a day of indecision fotk>«irg 
the British aircraft maker's statement on Wednesday tiut it 
needed more time to consider European Economic Community 
conditions placed oo the sell-off of the government’s 99.8 per cent 
stake in Rover. The European Commfesion, the EEC’s executive 
body, had ruled on Wednesday that a proposed government £800 
milfion ($135 billion) write-off on Rover debt should be cot by 
£331 milli on ($560 milfion) to ensure fair competition among 
automakers in Europe. “Talks with the Emopean Commission 
this morning have clarified tbe position in terms satisfactory to 
tbe BAE board,” Lord Young said in a statement to the House of 
Lords, Britain’s upper house of PaifiamenL Tbe deal came after a 
day of urgent consultations between Lord Young, the European 
Commission In Brussels and BAE chairman Roland Smith to 
avert what newspaper headlines warned could be an embarrass- 
ment for Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's Conservative 
government. Collapse of the takeover would have been a major 
setback for tbe government, which plans to sell off Rover as part 
of a wider programme to transfer state enterprises to private 
ownership. Senior conservative Member of Parliament John 
Biffen, a former minister, told a television interviewer: “It would 
have been immensely embarrassing if tbe deal had fallen through 
and then a few months later a Emopean company had made a 
takeover bid.” West Germany’s Wolkswagen AG and (he US 
Ford Motor Company bad been widely tipped as possible suitors 
if BAE had refused a deal which tbe Labour opposition bad 
condemned as a “giveaway” to tbe private sector.

UK unemployment rate falls 


LONDON. July !5. (AP): 
Britain's unemployment rate fell 
to a seasonally adjusted 8.4 per 
cent in June from 8.6 per cent in 
the previous month, while indus- 
trial production rose 0.6 per cent 
in May. the government said yes- 
terday. 

The unemployment rale was 
down from 10.4 per cent in June 
1987. ihe Department of 
Employment said. 

Decline 

However, the Department 
said that half the decline in the 
lalesl month was the result of a 
new definition of employment. 

The new practice brings 
Britain more in line with other 
European countries' methods of 


defining employment and adds 
about 334.000 person to the 
ranks of the employed, the 
Department said. 

Total seasonally adjusted Brit- 
ish unemployment came to 2.38 
million people in June, down 
from a revised 2.41 million peo- 
ple in May and 2.92 million peo- 
ple in June 1987, the Department 
said. 

Meanwhile, - industrial 
production was lip 3.8 per cent 
from a year earlier, according lo 
the Central Statistical Office 
said. 

The latest figures compare 
with April’s revised one per cent 
month-to-momh rise- and four 
per cent year-to-year rise.

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African economic 
development hit 
by debt and poor 
export prices 

LAGOS, July 15, (OPECNA): 
The director-general of the 
Nigerian Institute of Social and 
Economic Research (NISER), 
Prof. Dotun Phillips, has said in 
Ibadan that the development of- 
at least 2$ African countries 
appeared hopeless because of 
heavy external debts and decline 
in export prices. 

Addressing participants at a 
five-day international seminar 
on development management 
jointly organised by the econ- 
omic development department 
of the World Bank and NiSER. 
Phillips said that the 28 African 
countries were now implement- 
ing structural adjustment 
programmes which involved 
IMF-like conditionality out of 
desperation for development. 

Phillips lamented that the 
limited success of these program- 
mes in bringingabout restructur- 
ing, recovery, growth and social 
justice, had been severely ham- 
pered by the “tardiness and stin- 
giness of concrete international 
financial and trade support”. 

. He observed that the rapid 
declineof African economies was 
increasingly making people won- 
der what the priorities were. Was 
it man who had to be adjusted to 
a country’s economy or the econ- 
omy which had lo be adjusted to 
man’s needs? 

He called on the participants 
to use the opportunity provided 
by the seminar to turn the 
“present development predica- 
ment" to good fortune and free 
Africans from undue depen- 
dence on industrialised coun- 
tries. 

In a keynote address, the M ini- 
ster of State for Budget and Plan- 
ning, Aihaji Abubakar Alhaji. 
said that Nigeria was prepared to 
review the structural adjustment 
programme after two years of 
operation, paying more atten- 
tion to substantive economic 
policy and institutional changes.

WASHINGTON. July 15,

WASHINGTON. July 15, 
(UPI): Key House and Senate 
committees unanimously 
approved a bill yesterday that 
sets in motion the elimination of 
tariffs and the reduction of other 
trade barriers between the 
United Stales and Canada. 

“We can set an example for the 
entire world of what can be 
accomplished by free trade.” said 
Senator Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, 
chairman of Ihe Senate Finance 
Committee and newly named 
Democratic vice-presidential 
candidate. Republican Senator 
Bob Pack wood of Oregon called 
the agreement “infinitely more 
important" than the bigger trade 
reform bill before Congress, and 
warned that, “if we don't pass 
(the US-Canada agreement) this 
year, it won’t pass next year.” 

Unanimous 

The panel then adopted by 
unanimous voice vote the legisla- 
tion to liberalise trade between 
the world's largest trading part- 
ners. The United States and Can- 
ada exchanged 5150 billion in 
goods and services in 1 986. 

Shortly afterwards, the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
also unanimously approved the 


identical bill by voice vote. 

The US-Canada free trade 
agreement, initiated by President 
Reagan and Canadian Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney three 
years ago and formally signed in 
January, calls for eliminating 
tariffs between the two countries 
over the next 10 years.

It woud also facilitate 
increased bilateral trade in 
services such as banking and 
insurance, liberalise rules for 
investment, eliminate most 
import and export quotas, 
provide for shared energy access, 
and establish a timely bilateral 
dispute settlement procedure. 

Under a special ‘fast track’ 
procedure, the legislation cannot 
be altered once the administra- 
tion sends it to Congress. Y ester- 
day’s action constitutes a pre- 
approval of the implementing 
legislation that the White House 
will formally submit to Congress 
within a few weeks. The House 
and Senate will have 90 leg- 
islative days to approve or reject 
it. 

It also must be approved by 
the Canadian parliament before 
taking effect next January.

”1 don’t believe it for a min- 
ute," said Joe Liro of SG War- 
burg Securities Inc. who listened 
to Greenspan's testimony. “To 
get that rate of growth, the Fed’s 
got to tighten policy.” 

Dana Johnson of First 
Chicago Corp agreed. “The mes- 
sage from Greenspan is that if the 
economy doesn't slow down on 
its own. he'll make sure it does by 
raising interest rates.” he said. 

These and other analysts fret 
that if the Fed does not nip infla- 
tion in the bud. it will sprout into 
a much bigger problem that will 
eventually require sharply higher 
interest rates and a damaging 
recession. 

But Richard Rahn, chief econ- 
omist of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, sees no justification for 
raising rates now. 

Bubbles up 

Keeping a lid on inflation if it 
bubbles up is a desi rable goal, but 
for the moment most firms have 
enough spare capacity and so are 
not about to raise prices, he said. 

Morever, labour productivity 
is improving and investment 
spending on new plant is strong, 
he said. ”1 think we can get faster 
growth without triggering infla- 
tion than the folks at the Fed 
do,” Rahn said. 


Coffee beans in short supply 


Consumers demand aromatic blend 


LONDON, July 15, (Reuter): 
Around the world, coffee drink- 


ers' tastes are changing. 


Instead of the bland or bitter 
beans they favoured in the past, 
more and more consumers are 
demanding aromatic blends. But 
while there is a worldwide coffee 
glut, the beans needed for those 
aromatic blends are in short sup- 
ply’ Coffee market analysts say 
that means the price of a can of 
coffee on grocery store shelves 
could be headed higher. 

Scarce 

“The beans are scarce because 
international limits on coffee 
sales are stopping growers from 
selling coffee roasters the beans 
they desperately want,” said a 
buyer for a leading European 
coffee processor. 

.The problem, processors say, 
is the export quota system of the 
international Coffee Organisa- 
tion (ICO),a group of 50 coffee 
producing countries and 24 con- 
sumer nations which seek to 
stabilise prices. . 

“Producers* export quotas 
haven't changed much since the 
agreement was found over 20 
years ago, but consumer tSstis 
have,” a London coffee dealer 
said. 

‘‘There is no doubt at all we 
cannot supply what consumers 
demand because of the present 


coffee market shares," said Fritz 
Du Bois. Peru’s ICO delegate. 

“In Peru around 250,000 peo- 
ple depend on coffee, but if we - 
cannot sell our coffee to the best 
’ markets growers will eventually 
cut production,” he said. 

Negotiations 

But renegotiating quotas will 
be difficulL 

“For debt-laden coffee 
producers giving up some of their 
quota is like giving away foreign 
exchange,” said one London 
dealer. 

Brazil, the Third World's big- 
gest debtor, is also the world’s 
largest coffee producer. And it 
has strenuously resisted any 
attempt to cut its coffee quota. 

With no changes in prospect, 
coffee roasters — the firms which 
process coffee — will pay 50 cents 
a pound more for the so-called 
'mild' beans from East Africa, 
Colombia and Central America 
which are used In the increasingly 
propular aromatic blends. 

The price of the now less 
fashionable ‘robusta’ beans from 
West Africa and Asia is now 
about 85 cents a pound. . 

“Historically the differenc^in^ 
price is very high indeed,” a Lon- 
don coffee dealer said. 

John Schluter, managing 
director of London Coffee 
Dealers Edm. Schluter and Co 


Ltd said demand for mild beans 
has grown dramatically over the 
Last five years. 

And that is rekindling what 
had been a stagnating world 
market for all coffees, he said. 

“Coffee is brewed so weak in 
the US most people have forgot- 
ten what it really tastes like, but 
some consumers are rediscover- 
ing it,” said one London dealer. 

That is why US coffee firms 
say they are trying to nurture a 
new gourmet market for coffee 
from the blue mountains of 
Jamaica or remote valleys of 
Guatemala. 

"Sales of these special yuppie 
coffees in the US have seen phen- 
omenal growth of around 1 5 per 
cent a year,” said Neil Rosser, of 
the London-based commodity 
analysts Landell Mills. 

In continental Europe people 
are also using more mild beans — 
even the French, who tradition- 
ally like strong bitter coffee are 
moving towards blends with a 
more aromatic taste, traders 
said. 

In Britain.- instant coffee 
dominates the market — - alth- 
ough tea is even more-popular. - 
But dealers said a trend towards 
drinking more ground coffee 
without milk means consumers 
are starting to look for finer 
qualities. 


Mexican opposition surge could affect economic strategy

MEXiCO CITY. July 15. 
(Reuter): The surge of support 
for opposition candidates in 
Mexico’s hard-fought presiden- 
tial elections could hamper the 
ruling party's ambitious econ- 
omic modernisation plan, econ- 
omic aud political analysts say. 

Carlos Salinas De Gortari, 
declared victor on Wednesday 
with 50.36 per cent of the vote, 
has been a principal architect of 
the modernisation plan, opening 
Us markets to foreign competi- 
tion and privatising state firms. 
Campaigned 

But the 31 per cent won by 
Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, who 
campaigned on a nationalistic 
platform, has sent a strong mes- 
sage lo ruling party leadership 
that the plan does not have the 


country's full support. 

Several planks in the plan has 
irked the powerful unions, 
including wage and price freezes 
and the proposed privatisation 
of state companies, including the 
telecommunications company 
and a copper mine valued at S9 10 
million. 

In his first public statement 
since the result, Salinas on Thur- 
sday confirmed that modernisa- 


tion would be a main goal, saying 
)uld 


at party headquarters he woi 

“firmly apply the programme of 
change and modernisation I 
promised in the campaign.” 

Opposition candidates yester- 
day continued to claim the vote 
was rigged, even though Salinas’, 
vote was the lowest ever by a 
presidential candidate of the Ins- 


titutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI), which has ruled for 59 
years. 

Another possible victim oflast 
week’s election results could be 
Mexico's anti-inflation plan, an 
economic jjact signed by govern- 
ment, business and unions that 
has lowered inflation from 15.5 
per cent in January to two per- 
cent last month. 

Failed 

“The pact has failed in the last 
few weeks and if this continues it 
will have to be changed,” Fidel 
Velasquez, head of the powerful 
Mexican Workers Confedera- 
tion (CTM) said, according the 
state news agency Notimex. 

Salinas* initial challenge will 
be to unite his party. The defeat 
of union candidates has been 


taken bitterly by the CTM, a 
pillar of both the PRI and the 
economic pact. 

Velasquez' has’ called an 
extraordinary CTM council 
meeting for August 29, which is 
expected to discuss the elections 
and union strategy in the Salinas 
government. 

Salinas has promised to 
privatise Telrnex, the state 
telecommuncations company, 
but the union is resisting and the 
new president may have dif- 
ficulty pursuing this and other 
state company sales when he 
takes over in December. 

Salinas assured Mexican oil 
workers earlier this week tha t the 
50-year-old state oil company 
Pemex would remain firmly- 
under state ownership. 


The new president will also be 
under pressure ' from the 
additional opposition presence, 
which has risen d ramaticall y to 
51 directly elected Chamber of 
Deputies seats from eight. 

Depending on a final alloca- 
tion of 200 seats by proportional 
representation iu an expanded 
500-seat chamber, due in the next 
. few days, the PRI could come 


close to losing its majority. In the 
64-member Senate, it ha; 


- — has lost 

four seats to the opposition. 

Cardenas' strong showing 
prompted some speculation he 
will force Salinas into a harder 
line on Mexico’s SlOO-billion 
. debt and stricter controls on 
foreign investment, but this will 
depend on his ability to mould a 
coherent opposition party.

LONDON, July 15/ (Reuter): 
Chris Cowdrey, the Kent captain 
and- aU-rounder, is to lead 
. England in the last two Tests Of 
the fiye^match series against 
West Indies. 

' " Englan d's selectors ended a 
week of indecisiori by announc- 
_ ing Cowdrey’sappomrment yes- 
terday, and he begins the task of 
trying to revive his country's ail- 
ing fortunes in. the fourth cricket 
Test at Headingley., Leeds, start- 
ing mi Thursdays 

.. Cowdrey, die 30-year-old sou 
of former England skipper Colin 
Cowdrey, . becomes England's 
.third captain, this season after 
Mike Gutting and his Middlesex 
team-male John Emburey. 

/Performances 

Peter May, the chairman of 
selectors and Chris Cowdrey's 
gddfotbermid: “Ourperformaii- 
cesin theseries to date have been 
very : disappointing, but 'we 
believe Chris Cowdrey's style of 
leadership is what is now 
required. Thefselectors have been 
impressed with the qualities 
Cowdrey has shown with Kent 
this summer.” 

Gatling was sacked after the 
first Test for “behaving irrespon- 
sibly" off the field, while off- 
spinner Embarey led the side in 
the second and third Tests which 
West Indies won to lead 2-0 in the 
series. 

May and his feDow selectors 
have left their options open by 
not ’ naming Cowdrey for 
England’s only Test against Sri 
Lanka, at Lord's at the end of the 
season. That is the time they will 
bo considering who should lead 
the touring team to India later in 


the year. 

. Cowdrey’s Test experience is 
limited to five matches in the 
1984-85 series in India, scoring 
96 runs at an average of 1 9 .20 and 
taking four wickets at an average 
of 72, but England fed it is bi> 
leadership qualities that can 
serve them best in their current 

crisis. 

The Kent skipper has guided 
his moderate county side to the 
top of the championship table 
with seven wins in his last eight 
games, though Viv Richards' 
buoyant West Indians will con- 
front him with the harsher 
realities of cricket life. 

Cowdrey has tackled the Kent 
captaincy with drive and enth- 
usiasm since being appointed in 
1985, while be has bowled his 
medium-pacers usefully, batted 
resolutely and been an ins- 
pirational fieldsman. 

His father captained England 
.27 times during his 114 Test 
appearances, but Colin and 
Chris Cowdrey are hot the first 
father and son to lead England — 
Freddy Mann (against South 
Africa 1922) and George Mann 
(against South Africa 1948 and. 
New Zealand 1949) were similar 
father-son captains. 

Cowdrey will meet the rest of 
the selectors tomorrow to choose 
the team for the Leeds Test, for 
which there may beseveral other 
changes after the resounding 
defeats at Lord’s and Old Traf- 
ford. 

Gatdng has already ruled him- 
self out because, for the second 
time in the series, he does not feel 
“in the right frame of mind,” for 
Test cricket. He opted out of the 



second Test on similar grounds. 

Graham Gooch, who might 
have been considered for the 
England captaincy, confirmed 
yesterday that he would be 
unavailable for England's tour to 
India. 

“I said after last winter's tour 
of Pakistan thaL I did not see 
myself undertaking another 
tour, and nothing has changed," 
Gooch, the former Essex cap- 
tain, said. “I feel I owe it to my 
family to spend more time with 
them.” 

The last time three captains 
were chosen in a series was also 
against West Indies in 1966 when 


ironically the second captain to 
be sacked was Cowdrey's father 
Colin — and one of the men to 
show him the door was May, 
then .in his first term as a selector. 

Cowdreyjuniorsaid: “Twenty 
years ago, Peter used to give me 
10 shillings and pound notes as 
presents. Now he has given me 
the greatest present of aU. 

“My father has not been too 
well lately and my appointment 
will come as a big boost to him. If 
he wants to give me advice I will 
be taking aU he can offer.” 

Cowdrey is seen as Lhe type of 
inspirational leader to end a dis- 
mal England run of 16 Tests 
without a victory. 

He said: “There is certainly no 
crisis and I see no reason why we 
cannot square theseries. 

“This is the best time to come 
into the team, especially at 
Headingley, where there is 
always a chance of getting a 
result. 

“But obviously England will 
have to play to the best of their 
ability and that is all a captain 
can ask for. Most of the media 
have written off, but we will be 
giving it a go. 

“I have been fortunate to be in 
the right place at the right time 
with Kent doing so well. It has 
obviously helped. I'm delighted 
to be given two Tests, but 1 know 
I am on trial. 

“1 believe I’m a better player 
than when 1 played in five Tests 
on the Indian tour in 1984/85. 
My confidence has increased 
since I became the Kent captain. 
But whatever I do is secondary to 
how well the team does.” 

Cowdrey will take over the 


problem number six spot, which 
has become almost impossible lo 
fill adequately since Ian Botham 
dropped out of the side. 

He could not match up to the 
task when be toured India as 
Botham's replacement, making a 
top score of 38 and taking just 
four wickets in the five-match 
series. 

The selectors were criticised 
for taking so long lo name a 
successor to Emburey, who look 
over from Gatling after the 
drawn first Test and suffered 
heavy defeats in the second and 
third Tests. 

Thedelay.accordingtoa num- 
ber of reports, was because the 
selectors were sounding out 
Gooch. Bui England manager 
Micky Stewart insisted the job 
was never offered to Gooch. 

Intention 

Stewart said: '‘I don't know 
what all the fuss was about, 
everything went to plan. We had 
no intention of naming the cap- 
tain any earlier. We had only one 
meeting which lasted two hours 
and a brief, informal one at the 
weekend. 

“Cowdrey, we feel, is the right 
person to have at this lime. He 
will take over the all-rounder's 
role, a job linked to the cap- 
tai ncy. Chris is a veraging 40 with 
the bat. has taken 3 1 champion- 
ship wickets and is an excellent 
all-round fielder.” 

But the selectors have left their 
options open for the solitary Test 
against Sri Lanka at the end of 
August by which time they will 
have had the opportunity to 
assess Cowdrey's potential as a 
long-term England captain.

BARCELONA, Spain, July 15, 
(Reuter): Soviet pole-vaulter 
Sergei Bubka tried to break, his 
world record for the fifth succes- 
sive time but failed to find format 
an athletics meeting in Barcelona 
on Wednesday. 

Bubka had voiced confidence 
in being able to clear 6.20 metres 
if he was driven on by fiercer 
competition but failed at the 6.07 
marie. 

He has continually broken his 
own record since setting 5.94 
metres in 1984. In Nice on Sun- 
day he cleared 6.06. 

It took him three attempts to 
clear 5.90 after one jump at 5.70- 


Miroslaw Chmara of Poland 
took second place with 5.80. 

Ankle trouble held world 
high-jump champion Patrick 
Sjoe berg back to fifth place as he 
failed to dear 2.28 metres. The 
Swede, who holds the record at 
2.42 metres and who has had a 
good season so far this year, 
managed only 2.20. 

The winner was RudolfPovar- 
nitsyn followed by Gennady 
Advenko, also of the Soviet 
Union. Both cleared 2.34 metres. 

Kenya had a field day in the 
track events, winning the 800 
metres, the mile and the 3,000- 
metre steeplechase. 


But Kenyan John N'G ugi had 
to settle for second place in the 
5,000 metres to Briton Geoff 
T urabull who won in 1 3 minutes 
34. 90 seconds. 

Kenyans had a 1-2-3 triumph 
in the 800-metres. Nixon 
Kiprotrich sprinted past Paul 
Ereng, who enjoyed a brief 200- 
metre lead, to win in 45.61 
seconds. Stephen Marai was two 
metres behind in third place. 

Joseph Cheshire hung back in 
the mile, but surged past fellow 
Kenyan Wilfred Kirochi on the 
last lap to win in three minutes 
58. 18 seconds. 


Irish team out 
of Olympics 

DUBLIN, July 15, (Reuter): 
Ireland, hit by fund-raising 
problems and the sale of a star 
horse, has derided not to send a 
showjumping team to the Seoul 
Olympics. 

The derision by the Irish Show 
Jumping Association angered 
rider Paul Darragh who told 
reporters: “I've put two horses at 
the disposal of the selectors for 
the whole of the season and then 1 
get kicked in the teeth.” 

Only 10 per cent of the funds 
had been raised for sending a 
five-man team, which would 
have included leading inter- 
national riders like Eddie 
Macfcen and Gerry Mullins. 


Lewis feels he can break 100m world record 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 15, 
(Reuter): Quadruple Olympic 
gold medallist Carl Lewis said 
yesterday he can run faster than 
Ben Johnson’s 1 00-metres worid 
record of 9,83 seconds. 

“1 think 9.81 is possible with- 
out question,” Lewis told 
Reuters following a news con- 
ference at the US Olympic trials, 
where he will compete in the 100 
metres, 200 metres and long 
jump over a nine-day period 
beginning today. 

Lewis also said he did not 
believe Johnson would ever run 
as fast as the Canadian did in his 
world-record effortin Rome last 
year. 

1 Be* . . 

F “There’s no way I can imagine 
him getting out of the (starting) 
block any faster,” Lew u said of 
his arch-rival. “And his actual 
race part was the best race he s 
ever run.” . . 

Lewis, who finished second to 
Johnson in Rome with a lifetime 
best of 9.93 seconds, said it did 
not matter to him whether he ran 
against Johnson before the 
Olympics in September. 

“All tbeother races (before the 
Olympics) don’t mean* any - - 
thing;” Lewis said. 

. A million-dollar, three-race 
Use ries between the two had been 
proposed for Europe this sum- 
mer. but negotiations broke off 
after air injury to Johnson in. 
May. .

Lewis said he would decide

“It would take some thick 
glasses to see it,” Lewis told 
Reuters when asked whether he 
could see himself competing in 
the 1992 Olympics. 


events or leave the sport entirely. 

“Track and field is not ail of 
my life said Lewis, who has a 
fledgling singing career. 


He said he was still hopeful of 
competing in the same four 
events in Seoul that he won in the 
1984 Games — 100 metres, 200 
metres, long jump and 4x100 
metres relay, but that no final, 
derision had been made on the 
200 metres. 

The event poses a problem 
since the second round of the 200 
metres comes just one hour 
before the long jump final. 

“I would want at least five 
hours,” Lewis said, “and we are 
slill hoping that the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
will change its schedule in a more 
realistic fashion. 

Being the two-time Olympic 
champion in the three individual 
events would be very special, 
Lewis said. 

“No one has ever repeated as 
the Olympic champion in either 
the men's 100 metres, 200 metres 
or long jump,” he said. “That's 
significant.” 

Lewis, like other top-rated 
American athletes, must finish 
among the lop three in events at 
the trials to qualify for the US 
team to travel lo Seoul. There are 
no exceptions. 

While the odds favour Lewis 
and world champions such as 
Edwin Moses in the 400m hur- 
dles and Jackie Joyner-Kersee in 
the women’s long jump and hep- 
tathlon, the outlook is not so 
favourable for double world 
champion Greg Foster. 


The world's- top-ranked 110m 
hurdler broke his left arm during 
practice on July 4 and must wear 
a lightweight cast, which will put 
him at a severe disadvantage 
against America's top hurdlers, 
including 1984 Olympic cham- 
pion Roger Kingdom. 

“We're praying for a miracle.” 
said Bob. Kersee, Foster's adv- 
iser. 

Outstanding performances 
also are likely from triple jumper 
Mike Conley and Mary Decker 
Slanev. the 1 983 world champion 
at I.S00m and 3,Q00ro, who is 
attempting a comeback after two 
years of injuries and most likely 
will compete in both events at the 
trials. 

Potential 

While the “cut-throat” 
philosophy of the trials elimin- 
ates the politics of pre-selecting 
an Olympics Leam. as many 
countries do. it also sidelines 
potential Games medallists. 

The high hurdles event, for 
example, is one of several races in 
which the trials' field could be 
faster than the one that reaches 
the final at Seoul. 

The 400m hurdles features 
Moses, the world record holder, 
Danny Harris, the only man to 
defeat Moses in 10 years, Kevin 
Young, the year's fastest at the 
distance, and impressive’ Andre 
Phillips. All four could run the 
event in less than 48 seconds, but 
only three will qualify for Seoul. 


Tyson agrees 
to fight Bruno 
in September 

NEW YORK, July 15, (AP): 
Mike Tyson, who said three 
weeks ago he wouldn't fight any 
more, has decided to go ahead 
■ with his scheduled Sept 3. heavy 
weight title defense against 
Frank Bruno. Tyson's lawyer 
and his manager said yesterday. 

Michael Winston. Tyson's 
lawyer, said the fight will proceed 
even though Tyson, the undis- 
puted heavyweight champion, is 
attempting to break his man- 
agerial contracL with Bill Cayion, 
who arranged the fighL 

Cayion said an agreement had 
been reached with Winston, who 
was hired by Tyson and his 
family to break "the contract. 
Winston wouldn't comment on 
whether arrangements had been 
worked out with Cayion. but 
Cayion did. 

Scheduled 

“I will remain manager, of 
course, in all senses of the word,” 
Cayion said.“The contracts will 
be worked out with me as the 
manager." 

Cayion said that Jarvis Astaire 
would be promoter for the bout, 
which is scheduled for Wembley 
stadium outside London. A 
source who asked not to be iden- 
tified said Tyson would receive 
S5 million and Bruno approx- 
imately $1 .67 million. 

Bruno, a winner in 32 of bis 34 
professional bouts, has not 
fought since his eighth-round 
knockout of Joe Bugner last Oct 
24 in London. Bruno is the top- 
ranked challenger of the Worid 
Boxing Association and the 
World Boxing Council. This will 
be a mandatory WBC defence for 
Tyson. 35-0 with 31 knockouts.

UEFA reduces Michel’s

LONDON, July 15, (Reuter): 
Chelsea look S£t to appeal 
against what their chairman Ken 
Bates called the ‘very harsh’ 
punishment handed out by the 
English Football Association 
(FA) for crowd trouble at the 
London club's ground last May. 

An FA disciplinary commis- 
sion on Wednesday found Chel- 
sea guilty of fading to take 
adequate precautions to control 
their fans at a play-off match 
against Middlesbrough. There 
were 102 arrests and injuries to 
25 policemen. 

Chelsea lost the game, were 
relegated, and Middlesbrough 
took their place in the First 
Division. 

Apart from A £75,000 
($126,750) fine, the heaviest 
imposed by FA, Chelsea were 
ordered to dose the standings 
areas at their Stamford Bridge 
ground for the first six League 
and Cup matches next season. 

During those six games access 
to the seating areas will be by 
ticket only — but none will .be on 
sale on match days. No tickets 
will be available to visitingclubs. 

Consider 

The FA have also recommen- 
ded that Chelsea forge closer 
links with the police and local 
authorities. 

Bates said: “We -will consider 
the verdict and then dedde on 
our next course of action. I will 
only say that I consider it a very 
harsh penalty and leave the 
public to judge what they think 
ofiL” 

Chelsea's punishment 
underlines the mood of resolve in 
both English soccer and govern- 
ment circles to stamp out 
hooliganism at soccer matches. 

Meanwhile free-spending 
Glasgow Rangers manager 
Graeme Souness has taken his 
outlay in two years to £7 million 
($1 1.8 million) with the signing 
of defender Gary Stevens from 
Everton. 

Stevens signed for the Scottish
